•' PARCELS TO THE U.S.S.R. 

The past as well as the present handling of parcels to the S. u. 
ia, ii^ay opinion, entirely inadequate and unsatisfactory from 
many angles. 

Firstly : - the existing method contains loopholes whereby the 
sender can "get away" with paying less duty on articles by pre¬ 
senting fictitious bills. 

Secondly : - it is cumbersome physically - the sender is required 
to purchase the articles, to bring them to the office and go 
through the procedure of calculation, weighing, etc. 

Thirdly : - senders outside of New York City are handicapped 
additionally in many respects, which are well known. 

"Uy proposal briefly, is to simplify the whole procedure and to 
systematize the sending of parcels vhereby people all over the 
continent will find it easy and simple and will therefore really 
be able to help their relatives and friends who will be in need 
of help for some time to come. 

X furthermore feel that if the following plan vrere outlined to the 
proper Soviet authorities, it would be accepted without any 
trouble• 

From personal experience, I know that persons on this continent, 
with few exceptions, send standard articles, which could be 
listed in about 30-40 categories. 

My proposal is, to establish a warehouse, at first on a modest 
basis and then to increase it gradually, to include an ever 
greater number of articles concerned; to publish a booklet, 
the first issue to be in about 50,000 copies, describing this 
new procedure and listing about 20 kinds of parcels, these to 



be divided into clothes, food, etc. All,wearing apparel 
like underwear, socks, stockings, shoes, shirts, etc. are 
to be of a well-known national brand, with stable prices.

Confidential Informant T-2.furnished a copy of a memorandum 
regarding the "Matter of Raisin (J, nA^GoIosV 1 . GOLOS, who is now deceased, 
was formerly prosident of WORLD TOTl&^TK^flPORArilD. The following are 
excerpts from this memorandum: 






Raisin, a native of Russia, was naturalized in the United 
States in 1915. He commenced to live with Coiia Raisin in or 
about 1916, A child, Milton, was born on March 1?, 1923 in 
the United States. Raisin with his wife and child traveled 
on an American passport to the Soviet Union in 1924. The wife 
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and son went to the Soviet Union in 1936 and remained there 
continuously ever since. The son is serving in the military 
service of the USSR and is at present wounded and hors-de- 
combat, his address unknown to us. The last known address of 
Mrs. Raisin is Moscow, Speridonovskaia 22/2, Apt. 161. 

The nationality of Mrs.JkRaism is thus an issue. Her 
continued residence abroad woulSfHavA lorfeited her American 
citizenship unless such residence was on account of ill health. 
Cables received in 1941 and 1942, we are informed, indicated 
.that Mrs. Raisin was in ill-health. 

* The estate will consist of 30 shares of stock in 
T.'orld Tourists, Inc., and some articles of personal property 
consisting of items of furniture and some books now stored 
in a warehouse. It is to be borne in mind tnat the 
Bowery Savings Bank account ($4019.17) and the U.S. War Bonds 
$3,000 face amount), although nominally property of the deceased 
■are add have been listed as assets in tne corporation balance 
sheets. 


The corporation continues to function since it was an 
entity separate and apart from the deceased. By-laws usually 
• provided for toe filling of a vacancy caused by death in 
the Board of Directors by a vote of the majority of the remain¬ 
ing Directors. The successor Director holds office for tne un¬ 
expired portion of office of the deceased Director unt5.1 the 
election of a successor at a meeting of the stocknoiders. A 
vacancy among the corporate officers may likevrise be filled 
until the next regular e3e ction. 

In the absence of misappropriation, waster or other 
misfeasance no responsibility would attend the officers and 
directors of the corporation whgfoave been functioning or who 
will continue to function in the corporation.

You will recall that Jacob Golos, who was Elizabeth Bentley's 
immediate superior in th^ Gregory Case, died in 1945. Golos was instrumental 
•in the formation and operation of the U* S. Service and Shipping Corporation. 

The New York Office has just been advised of the existence of a 
voluminous amount -of personal effects of Jacob Golos which were apparently 
stored by him in 1937 in Gramercy Storage Warehouse* New York City, This 
information was furnished to the New York Office by the proprietor of the 
warehouse who is' a personal acquaintance of SA Joseph Wohl of the New y 0 rk 
Office, who had concluded that'they might be of interest to the Bureau after 
he had read newspaper accounts of Bentley's testimony concerning Golos. On 
September 1, 1943, Agents of the New York Office uegan an examination of 
this voluminous material, much of which is in the Russian and German languages. 
It is noted that this material also includes numerous pftotographsof Golos. 
Agents of the New York Office qualified in *the Russian and German languages 
began a careful examination of this material September 2, 1943, and will 
photograph documents of apparent relevancy. It is further noied that until 
one month ago, storage charges on this material stored by Golos in 1937 were 
paid by World Tourists, Inc.

Professor DAVIS was interviewed on January 11, 1954, -7 J—• -S T « 

SULLIVAM-I and ISAIAH T. 1/C0D3TAY and proved extremely cooperative. 
Thereafter he advised the Boston Office that his wife wished to provide 
information regarding her Communist Party activities at 'Washington, D.C. 
and New York City in the middle 1930* s. 

The Bureau, Albany, New York, Washington Field Office, and Boston had 
no information concerning the Communist Forty activities of Mrs. DAVIS 
under her maiden name and present marriage name. Instant interview 
developed the information of three previous marriages and loads were 
set out to conduct indices checks Under the additional names used by 
subject through the years.

Mrs. DAVIS was extremely cooperative during instant interview end 
stated she would he perfectly willing to discuss not only her own 
activities but the activities of others whom she knew in the Communist 
Party and related front organizations. She pointed out, however, that- 
hear memory has become extremely cloudy concerning the identity of many 
such individuals and that while she can describe these persons accurately 
she cannot now recall their names. She pointed out further that she 
has done voluminous reading of the various exposes of the Communist Party 
published since 1940 and that she has reached a point now where at 
times she cannot recall whether she has personal knowledge of various 
events or whether she has read this information in such publications as 
the House Committee Reports, various Senatorial Investigating Committee 
Reports, the published works of MKITTANER CHAJ-BERS, ELIZABETH BENTLEY, 
RALPH DE TOLEB.'.NO, and other individuals. 

Poston has made arrangements to recontact Mrs. DAVIS as often as is 
necessary and will refresh her memory for information regarding her 
activities in the period 1934 - 1937. Subsequent interviews will 
attempt to ascertain her knowledge of the degree of Communist Forty 
infiltration in the publishing field and among writers and likewise 
will attempt to ascertain whether she has knowledge of Communist Party 
activities in Massachusetts from 1939 to 1954. 

Inasmuch as all offices receiving copies of this letter have received 
copies of its accompanying report that information concerning 
individuals named by Mrs. DAVIS in connection with Communist Party 
activities will be set out herein. 


Mrs, DAVIS stated that in the fall or winter of 1934 she and her husband, 
KSPAiANN DFiUKCK, had been recruited into the Communist Forty by JONH 
DONOVAN, who at that time was employed by the IRA. A. a t Washington, D.C. 
She described JOKE DCi?0V*A ,T as a "sensational character," who was employed 
by Section 7A of the N.R.A. and as an individual whom . authorities 

had tried to fire because of his Communist Party activities. She stated 
that JO AH DONOVAh was a close friend of KAP-QLD A ARE, who had set up the . 
Communist apparatus in the Federal Government arid that DCX.CvAK come 
from the New York City area and had studied at Columbia University, 


JOHN DOHOVAX’s wife, ELIZABETH DONOVAN, was likewise known to '■ h~s. D..YIS 
as a secret member of a concealed cell of the Communist Forty at 
Washington during the years 1935 and 1936. She stated that she could 
not recall having met Mrs. ELIZABETH DONOVAN but from records maintained 
by EStHAriH SLUNGY and from other sources she was aware that ELIZABETH 


D0N0VAAN had been in the Communist Forty. 


It is her understanding that 


JOHN and ELIZABETH DONOVAN’ have been divorced and that ELISABETH DONOVAN 


subsequently took up residence in the Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, area. 

Mrs. DAVIS does not know whether ELISABETH B0M0VAA1 subsequently remarried. 


Mrs, DAVIS stated that each unit of the Communist Forty as set up by 
HAROLD VvJhE was comprised of about 5 individuals. She stated that at the 
first meeting she attended there were present nlcnr with herself, her 
husband, HERMANN BRIKCK, CARLES KRiJER, and his wife, NIL DA ED ERRER, 
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and Mrs. MARION 3ACHRACR, Mrs. DAVIS pointed out In regard to 
•CHARLES KRAMER that she also knew this individual as C2LARLES KRAVITSKY. 
She stated that CHARLES and MILDRED KRJRT. at this time resided in the 
1800 block of a street in Forth 'lest Washington which ran parallel to 
such streets as Euclid, Fairraan, Girard, Harvard, and Irving Streets. 

She stated that KRAMER at that time was employed by an organization she 
believed was called "Consumer's Council 11 ana that his wife, MILDRED, as 
of that time was a housewife and had no outside employments., 

Mrs. DAVIS thereafter identified JOHN ART, MARION IACHTwCH, MATHAN "RAT” 
VIITT, LEE PRESS MAN, VICTOR FEiLO, and ABRAHA1 GEORGE SILVScIH as 
Individuals known to her as Communist Forty members. She stated that the 
above named, other than SILVERliAN, were in her Corumunist Forty unit and 
that SILVER! AM was in the Communist Party unit headed by her husband, 
HERMANN BRUNCH. 



She likewise identified KEISKY COLLINS as another devoted Communist Party 
member and stated that many Communist Party meetinrs were held in the 
HE-HY COLLINS 1 residence, a converted stable, situated.ln a block in the 
center of Washington, D.C. 

Subject subsequently identified JESSICA SMITH, who r.t that tine was the 
wife of HAROLD LVJiE, as another Co jurist Party member well known to hc-r. 
She stated that HJiOLD 'HARE had organized the various groups infiltrating 
the Federal Governr;:ent and that Mrs. JESSICA SMITH MVJC had certain 
specific functions to handle for the Communist Party, the exact nature 
of which was unknown to Mrs. D.-.VIS. 

Mrs. DAVIS stated she has never attended Communist Forty meetings with 
JESSICA SMITH tut inasmuch as JE33IC.: S''ITH had ^cen in contact with 
J. PETERS, Soviet espionage agent in 1937 and had later married NATHAN 
HITT, another Communist Party member, after the death of her first 
husband, HAROLD WARE, Mrs. DAVIS has no doubt whatever of JESSKM SMITH’S 
Communist Party membership* 

Concerning LEE PRESSM\I ,f s vrife, Mrs. DAVIS stated that during 1935 and 
1936, as best she recalls, this individual, whose first none she cannot 
recall, was not a Communist Party member. She stated she can recall 
small talk indicating that i-Jrs. LEE PRESSMM 1 had made various rescrvntioi 
concerning the Gamnunist Party and had indicated to her husband and his 
Communist Party friends that she preferred a more conventional way of li! 
Whether this individual subsequently joined the Communist Party Mrs. DAY 
stated she could not know and would only conjecture that she thought not 

Mrs. DAVIS identified VICTOR FEF10 as another individual who was well 
known to her as a Communist party member during this particular period. 
She recalled that PERLG was single at the tine of their first meeting an 
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that subsequently he had married a girl vho als:> became a Communist Party 
member1 Mrs. DAVIS could not recall the name of FERLO*s wife. She 
described him as a very "strange character," vho at times acted like an 
adolescent and who at tines exhibited what she termed a "retarded character. 
She stated that FErLLO was very emotionally immature and was like a child 
in that he could be readily advised and easily led by his fellow Connunist 
Party members. She pointed out, however, that VICTQ PSALO was an individual 
"I could be frightened of." She stated she feels FERLO "could never be 
reached to give up the Communist Party inasmuch as he is a complete 
fanatic, sincerely devoted to Communism." 

Mrs. DAVIS stated she knew ABRAHAM GEORGE SILVERKAP very slightly and 
recalled that he used the name GEORGE SILVERMAN. She recalled SILVERhil’ 
was extremely nervous at all times and appeared "scared as a rabbit that 
his activities would be discovered," She stated that for this reason 
Party members and leaders found SILVERMAN extremely herd to iiandle despite 
his devotion to the Communist Forty cause. 1 She recalled particularly 
meeting AERAKuN GEORGE SILVERMAN at a time when her husband > HERMAN:*] ERJPC? 
was in the last stages of his mental illness when SILVER]'AH expressed fear 
that possibly BRUHCE in his nad ravings might expose the identity of 
Communist Party members such as SILVER. 1 '!> T . 

Returning then to the question of the,Communist Forty membership of 
KE3RY COIill'S, Mrs. DAVIS stated that, while she originally stated she 
could not recall the identity of the individual who collected Communist 
Party dues, she feels now that HEtiRY COLL IAS was actually the Financial 
Secretary more or less for these various Communist Forty cells. She 
stated she thought HEilP.Y COLL IMS was married at that time but could not 
recall his wife and^ would not be willing to make a positive statement 
regarding his marital status at that time. 

Mrs. DAVIS also identified as an extremely well concealed Comunist Forty 
member Mrs. LEH de CnlK. She identified this individual’s husband as the 
individual in charge of publicity for the CIO during the late 1940’s and 
pointed out that it is possible LEM de CAUX himself was not a Communist 
Party member inasmuch as his wife took great pains to conceal her 
Communist Party membership not only from outsiders but from her husband 
as well. 

Concerning MARION DACHKACH, Mrs. DAVIS recalled that this individual was 
a housewife whose husband was not at all eympatheidcto the philosophy of 
Communists. Mrs. DAVIS stated that she had been Unusually friendly with 
JLiEIOA BaCKRjXK inasmuch as Mrs. 3ACHRACH had taken care of her and had 
offered solace and comfort following the death of HERMANN BRUNCK. 

At this tine in the interview Mrs. DAVIS made the statement that, despite 
the great amount of publicity afforded ALGER HISS and his brother, DOfiALD 
HISS, in the public press, she as of this tir.«c cnnr.ot, recall having Known 
these individuals as Communist party members, nor can she recall hearing 
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fron the above nrned individuals that the .MISS brothers were nenbers 
of- the Connunist Party as of this time. 

.It va3 at this point in the interview that *!rs. DAVIS was questioned 
concerning possible access she had to secret Government files. She 
stated that while she had no access to such files she had been asked 
to obtain nutritional formulae from Departmeit of Agriculture sources, 
inasmuch as her position in the Department provided easy access to 
these formulae. 


She then mentioned in this same contact that her husband, KErf-L'JHI 
3RUFCK, while employed by the r.L.R.m,, had been ordered by an unknown 
Communist Partj' official to contact "big persons" in Mew York City 
regarding Communist Forty activities and especially Communist Party 
strategy on the Few York City waterfront. She specifically named 
JOS CUKRAU of the Maritime Union in Few York as a. Communist Party 
member whom KEv-LK/J PKUiCK met periodically at Pew York to discuss 
•Communist Party strategy. 


Mrs. D.-.VIS recalled that RE-CAFF 5RUFCF n became a nervous wreck" as 
a result of these secret meetings, inasmuch as he by nature was not 
a devious individual and wanted no pert of any underground and/or secret 
manipulations in the interest of the Communist Party. However, he was 
sufficiently disciplined by the Cdbrmnist Forty to see CURRAE at 
Few York City when PAUHCK's schedule called for a trip to the- Few York 
area. 


Mrs* DAVIS stated that at this time she could not recall whether 
other individuals at Few York City had sat in on these meetings 
but specifically recalled JOE CUIiK.1' 1 s name being used by her husband. 

Returning then to the subject of J. FETERS, Mrs. 1..VIS stated she knew 
this individual as "PETS” and "STEVE" and recalled that on at least 
one occasion and possibly mere he had lectured to Communist Party units 
at IJnsfcington on the topic of "Democratic Centralism." 

As pointed out in the details of accompanying report, she recalled 
that, when her husband, HSRMAFH ERUHCF, had inquired of PETERS the 
reason for the severity of a Communist Forty review of a literary work 
of SIDFEY HOOK, PETERS had replied that the Communist Party could not 
treat a renegade as a human being. 

She recalled also that in the spring of 1937 at Few York City when 
JESSIC^ SMITH had made arrangements for her to talk to J. PETERS 
concerning her withdrawal from the Communist Party, PETERS had been 
very kind to her and expressed his understanding of her confused mental 
condition following the death of KERMAFF BRIKCK~ Mrs. LAV IS was unable 
to recall specifically whether in her meetings with J. PETERS she had 
heard him express anything which night give a clue to some of the project 
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he headed in this country for the Communist Party. 

She pointed out that she feels she has never net ELIZABETH BEFTLEY, 
whose picture she has seen in the public press on nunerous occasions and 
likewise does not recognize the name JACOB G0L03, BENTLEY’s superior in 
Soviet espionage. She stated it is possible, however, that she met GGLOS 
find night have known him under an alias. 

Concerninr Conummist Forty membership records,- Mrs. DaVIS feels that 
VICTOR FEALO “probably was the individual delegated with the handling of 
these records because of his fanaticism and devotion to the Party.” She 
stated she cannot be defirite on this point, however, but recalls that 
records were kept but that their distribution and hanalmg were carefully 
done because of the names involved and the secretivenoss insisted on by 
HAROLD LARS. 

It is her best recollection that HEHRY COLLIBS acted as Treasurer for 
the units she has knowledge of. She stated, however, that once again 
she is guessing on this point but added that somewhere in the eack of 
her head she has a recollection that money was turned over to REFRY COLLIF 
frr eventual distribution to a more highly placed Party official. 


In the spring of 1937, following the death of her husband, firs. HI'IS 
took a position as a writer with “Fe’w Masses,” which at that tine was 
edited by JOSEPH FREEMAK, whom Mrs. DAVIS knew as a Communist I-rrty 
member. In her several conversations with FhESv.F, irs« DAVIS happened 
to let slip information placing her in the Communist Party and providing^ 
hints as to the identity of the activities of Communist Forty functionary 
known to her and other information which, to an individual of FLEET aJ-’s 
mental acuity, nii^ht expose various individuals. 

Mrs. DAVIS thereupon decided to bilk this natter over with JESSIC„. SMITH, 
who at that time.was editing “Soviet Aussie Today.” JESSICA sent her 
to an apartment in the West 20*3 or Lest SC’s in New York City where the 
above mentioned interview with J« PETERS took place. Mrs. DAVIS recalled 
that “with tears in my eyes I told him I had been undependable and had 
perhaps unwittingly exposed the operations of the Washington units of the 
Forty. J. FETEAS expressed his understanding and stated kindly that 
perhaps no damage had been done and thereupon excused her from further 
participation in the Party’s activities. 


Mrs, DaVIS stated she has not seen JESSICA SMITH since that time but is 
aware that, following the death of HAROLD VALE, JESSICA become the wife 
of JOHN ABT. 


She stated that either JESSIC;. SMITH or J. PETERS or ” STEVE; 5 ' as Mrs. LAV I 
named him, and “most likely It was ’STEVE’,’ 1 asked her to make available 
one room in her Banks Street apartment to store a file case containing 
papers. Mrs. IWVIS recalled that this file cabinet consisted of 3 or 4 
drawers and was kept locked at all times. She never did see the contents 
of this file cabinet, she claims. 
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She stated that, shortly after she had given permission for the Forty to 
sture this file cabinet in her apartment, an individual, vho called 
himself "YOUHG" and whose first name she never did ascertain, began 
visiting the apartment almost on a daily basis for months, during which 
time he spent hours in poring over the various papers contained in the 
file cabinet. 

Mrs. DAVIS described him as a white male who in 1937 was in his forties. 
She stated he had no particularly distinguising marks but hod a full 
head of blade hair, dark eyes, and had been a hatter by trade for many 
years and as a result of this had cade a great deal cf money. She 
expressed thebelief that "YOUNG" was a Latvian by birth and had been 
a long-time Communist Forty member whose only contact in the United States 
was EiJlL PROUDER or persons more highly placed in the Communist party 
hierarchy. 


Sho recalled that he had a wife and child in the Soviet Union but had 
be£n forced to leave then there upon taking up a specific function in 
the United States. Ke impressed on Mrs. DAVIS during much' of the time 
he spent going over his papers that he was supposed "never to talk to 
anyone." .She stated that "YOUNG" was a kind and gentle nan who had a 
very soft speaking voice and likewise was a person "whose loneliness 
I have never seen equaled." 

% 

She further recalled that in the 1920*5 "YOUNG" supposedly had worked 
in the New York City area for unknown companies in connection with his 
trade as a hatter. Although stating that she had not seen any of the 
papers in the file cabinet maintained by "YOUNG," Mrs. -AVIO stated that 
at least on one occasion "YOUNG" had flashed before her a paper indicating 
that the Communist: Party had intercepted mail from e. person in the emr-loy 
of LEON TROTSKY. ' * - 


From other remarks made by "YOUNG" at this tine and perhaps or. other 
occasions, but the exact wording of which she cannot nrw recall, ?>irs. 

DAVIS leans to the belief that "YOUNG" at t)mt time was possibly engaged 
in the Communist Party plot to infiltrate LEOA TROTS'-Y *s organization and 
also that "YOUNG" in 1937 might have had over-all supervision of the 
plans that led to the assassination of LEO!' TR0TS : .Y several years later 
in Mexico City. 

It is pointed out to all offices receiving copies of this letter that the 
Bureau by airtel to Mew York dated March 24, 1954> following receipt of 
Boston airtel dated March 22, 1954,has made Mew York office of origin in 
a 65 classification case on FNU "YOUNG." Poston, upon its rointerview of 
iiTS* DAVIS, will question her at great length concerning this Soviet Agent. 

Mrs. L.-.VIS recalls seeing ELLA REEVE FLOOR, HAROLD UAhE f s mother, who was. 
known in the Communist Party as "Mother" FLOOR, on several occasions. She 
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stated she talked briefly te "Mother” DLOOR lut had nothing to' do with 
her.and cannot comment on "Mother” BLOCK 1 s activities in the Communist 
' Party, 

Mrs. DAVIS identified JEAK KARSAVI; A as perhaps the only person she 
had recruited into the Communist Party, Che identified JEAr? lAFSAVIRA 
as an individual of Polish extraction who had graduated from Smith 
College at Northampton, Massachusetts, and was employed as a secretary 
in Uashington, D.C, in a governmental agency. She recalled 1EA1 
KAR&.VEJa had a married sister named FATTERSOY (phonetic) and that JEAN 
ILilSAVBlA had visited Mrs. DAVIS during 1937 while on vacation from 
her job at Washington, D.C. 

She stated that Miss KARS.A 7 INA had been on the point of joining the 
Communist Party and had discussed particular points of the philosophy 
of Comrninism with Mrs, DAVIS and had joined the Party when >xs. DAVIS 
clarified the points bothering this individual. Mrs. Dj.VJS stated she 
does not know where this individual is at the present time and whether 
she is amploysd by the Federal Government. 

While discussing her oi, m biographical data, Mrs. DAVIS mentioned FjIARCES 
HOPE ILtLE CRYSTAL, the daughter of her brother, >AC FAuLAMD rLXS. 

Mrs. DA.VIS stated that FRANCES r'AiS CRYSTAL, who resides in Mew Jersey, 
was believed by her to be a Communist Party member but pointed out that 
she had no definite information indicating this to be a fact. She further 
pointed out that, "My brother MAC is extremely conservative” and indirect!; 
might have been the cause of his daughter's joining the Communist Party 
due either to-his lack of understanding of her or his refusal to give 
her proper guidance and counsel. 

Mrs. DAVIS recalled that word reached her in the middle forties that 
FRANCES HALE was at that time keeping company with an individual known 
to her family as a member of the Jewish religion and as a possible 
Communist Party member. Mrs. DAVIS was asked by the family members to 
talk to FRANCES HALE in the hope that Mrs. DAVIS could disillusion 
FRANCES regarding the Communist Party and it3 members. She thereupon 
invited FAECES to her summer home on Cape Cod, expecting to provide 
her sufficient information on the Party so that FRANCES would give up 
DANIEL CRYSTAL and call off the marriage. Instead, FRANCES appeared at 
the C'.vpe Cod summer home and advised Mrs, DAVIS she had already married 
DANIEL CRYSTAL and that they were then on their honeymoon trip. ms. DAV1 
thereupon made no reference to the Communist Party to her niece. 

She stated also that her sister, the wife of KOLLO IAITTE”, of Melbourne, 
Florida, is not a Gonnrunist Forty member or a member of any cited 
organizations, according to her best knowledge. She stated that following 
the testimony of frofessor ROBERT GORHAM DAVIS before the K.C.tJ,;*. in 
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February, 1953, Mrs. KOLLO HU IT £11 had coma ended Professor DAVIS for his 
stand taken before: the H.C.U.A. .'trc, DAVIS feels that had her sister and 
her husband been affiliated with any organizations si-alar to the 
Cocnunist Party they definitely would not have written a connendatory 
letter to Professor DAVIS. 

As has been set out earlier in this letter, it is again pointed out that 
the interview of Mrs. LAVIS necessarily had to Be terminated when her two 
school age children arrived bonefron school. Tfie bulk ,of this interview 
was taken up in the obtaining of biographical and background information 
on ifrs. DAVIS and her first three husbands. The information concerning 
individuals mentioned in instant letter was made in passing by ;xs. LAVIS 
and subsequent interviews will be directed to*enlarging the scope of 
information on these individuals held by Mrs. DAVIS. 

The results of subsequent interviews will be reported to tho Bureau and 
interested offices.

Hotel in Hew York City, she mentioned the 
facts as related above, as well, of course, as ether information 
during this rather extended interview. At the conclusion of this 
interview on November 16th, arrangements were made for the 
continuance of the interview on the morning of November 17, 1945, 
at the sane hotel. Immediately upon MISS BENTLEY*S entering the 
room on this occasion, even before she took off her coat and hat. 
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she opened tip her purse# took out an envelope, threw it on the 
bed and stated, "Screws some Moscow gold, 11 MISS BENTLEY 
Was informed that the FBI would take possession of this money 
and although no offer was made to give her a receipt for 
flame she did not in fact request one.

to have this money returned to MISS BENTLEY* In view of the 
fact that -MIS3 BENTLEY was recently a witness in the .ABRAHAM 
BRDTHKAN ease and is scheduled to appear as a Government 
Witness in the current trial of WILLIAM VALTER REMINGTON, this 
matter v&s discussed on a confidential basis with Special 
Assistant to the Attorney General T. J. DONE GAN.

As the Bureau is aware. Miss BENTLEY has been handled since the ■> 
time she originally came into the Nev York Office in November, 19^5# by 
agents of the Nev York Office. For the past five years she baa been inter¬ 
viewed intermittently on various matters concerning internal security, es¬ 
pionage, and related matters in connection with the Bureau's work. These 
interviews with Miss BENTLEY have been handled by tvo agents of this office. 
Occasionally it has been necessary to have Miss BENTLEY interviewed by an 
agent not familiar with her background and on a few occasions this has been 
found to be not too satisfactory, although Miss BENTLEY has been most co¬ 
operative in all instances.

In view of the fact that Miss BENTLEY has decided to live per- 
manently in Connecticut and has an established residence there, it is be¬ 
lieved advisable that an experienced^ agent or agents of the New Haven Office 
be designated to handle all interviews with her in the future. It is to be 
noted that her present residence, Madison, Connecticut, is approximately 115 
miles from New York City. In the event it is necessary to interview her, this 
requires the time of two agents to drive to Connecticut and return, which 
consumes two agent days for any interview that is had with her. It is to he c 
noted that in all interviews with Miss BENTLEY since the time she first came 
to the New York Office, two agents have always been preagnt^It is suggested' 
that this practice be followed by the Nev Haven Offic e: 

In the event the Bureau agrees with the suggestion that the Nev 
Raven Office handle Miss BENTLEY rather than the Nev York Office, it is be¬ 
lieved advisable that the various field offices throughouttbe Bureau should, 
be advised, probably by Bureau Bulletin orf Aom^yotheyo6m^2i^fion, 
change.

At 1:00, P. !(., on May 6, 1952, ASAC Whelan of the 
New York Office telephonically advised that Confidential Infer- 
mcnt Elizabeth Bentley had contacted SA Tom Spencer of *the 
New York Office on the evening of May 7, 1952 . She advised 
SA Spencer that she had had her caretaker call for her ct 
Neva Haven to drive her to Madison, Connecticut • En route, 
she observed that her caretaker appeared to have been drinking, 
whereupon she became frightened and took over the wheel of 
the car. Be started to pull at the wheel whereupon she stopped 
the car • She claims he hit her and she became unconscious • 

Upon regaining her senses, she tried to escape but he threw her 
bodily into the car and drove her home •

As a result of the beating inflicted upon her, her 
face became infected and she has now moved to a hotel in New York 
where she is receiving treatments . She advised SA Spencer that 
she had attempted to fire the caretaker but he refused to leave • 
She did not want to report the matter to the local police 
because she realized that if this episode became public know¬ 
ledge,-it would ruin her career as a lecturer and it would 
also seriously impair her effectiveness as a witness in the 
Remington case • Consequently, she wanted advice as to how she ,</ 
should proceed in connection with this personal problem, /

On the afternoon of May 7, 1952, E LIZABETH BENTL EY personally appeared 
at the New York Office and advised that she wanted to discuss a very personal 
problem. ‘

Miss BENTLEY related that about a week ago she had informed AUSA ROY 
COHN that she would be unable to ✓keep a scheduled appearance with the Subver¬ 
sive Activities Control Board in view of the fact that she had bad an accident 
in her home which resulted/ in her face being rather badly cut and swollen. She 
stated that this was not true, and that as a matter of £act on April 30, 1952, 
she had been assaulted by her handyman^ JOHN BURGH ARLT^yRIGHT._

By way of explanation Miss BENTLEY stated that in November, 1951, 
some time after' she had purchased a home" in Madison, Connecticut, she found' 
that because of her lecture tours and other outside activities,it was necessary 
for her to have someone }iel© her in,running her household. She- employed WRIGHT, ,* 
who is married to who resides on the Post Read at 

Madison, Connecticut, as anandyman. His employment was satisfactory up until 
the early part of Mferch, 1952, when^she discovered that WRIGHT had been charging 
liquor to fhef account and was otherwise acting as if he were en« of the household 
rather thdHfjust an^employee. She was about to discharge hie when she was 


.stricken vjth*"blapk, influenza" and was confined to her bedvfor a period of ay ^ 
mpnth. . m . Z* '

Sise -BEnSSiY stated that on April 27, 1952, she had a speaking engage¬ 
ment in ToledoOhio. After fulfilling this engagement she returned to New York 
City, and on April‘<^0 she called WRIGHT and asked him to meet her at the rail¬ 
road station in New Haven, Connecticut. He met her as prearranged, and when they 
were about a mile ^r so out of New Haven on route to Madison, she observed that 
bis driving was not too steady and she got the impression that" WRIGHT had-beeh 
on a prolonged drinking spree. She related that she then took the* wheel, and ^ 
after driving another mile or so WRIGHT grabbed the wheel and lyrp ed 
ignition. When she finally got the car stopped she asked WRIGHT why he was tam¬ 
pering witH the automobile vtfle it was moving, and be said jfcr 

k n the side of the face and chin with such force that she^temporarily blacked 
out, and when she came to she found herself on the side of the rrad outside of * 
the automobile. She attempted to run to the nearest home for assistance, b^t 
WRIGHT grabbed her, put bor back In the automobile; 
in Madison. " 
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The next day Miss BENTLEY requested WRIGHT to drive her to Nev York 
City, vhich he did. * She then went to Dr. SAMUEL GROOFMAN, vho has his office 
in the Latham Hotel vhich adjoins the Prince George Hotel on East 28th Street, - 
where Miss BENTLEY lives while she iB in Nev York City. According to both 
Dr. GROOIMAN and Miss BENTLEY, her condition was quite serious in view of the 
fact that as a result of the beating inflicted on her by WRIGHT several teeth 
on the left side of her face were loosened, two of her lover teeth had gone 
completely through the lover part of her face, and the cuts on the inside of 
her mouth had become infected. ". 

Miss BENTLEY advised that she wanted very much to return to her home 
in Madison, hut because of her fear of WRIGHT, wanted to have two agents assigned 
as bodyguards in order that WRIGHT might not continue to annoy her or inflict 
bodily harm upon her. 


The Bureau was telephonlcally advised of the above facts, and at the 
suggestion of the Bureau these facts were made known to USA MYLES LANE, USA P 1 

LANE advised that since AUSA ROY COHN had handled Miss BENTLEY in the past, he 
was going to assign this.matter to him. 

On May 12, 1952, AUSA ROY COHN advised that be had made an appointment 
with Miss BENTLEYS Doctor for that,evening, and requested that an agent of this 
office familiar with the BENTLEY case accompany him. Again on the advice of 
the Bureau, an agent of this office did accompany COHN, but merely as an observer. 

Upon arriving at the Doctor’s office it was observed that not only pt 

Dr. GROOFMAN was in his suite, hut Miss BENTLEY and Lady ARMSTRONG were alBO . ^ 

present. By way of explanation. Lady ARMSTRONG is an American who is the widow 
of an English nobleman who made a substantial fortune in the United States. 

Since her husband’s demise Lady ARMSTRONG, who is .a personal friend of FRANCIS 
CARDINAL SPELLMAN and Bishop FULTON SHEEN, has spent a great deal of her time ; j 

and money in assisting individuals such as Miss BENTLEY in becoming rehabilitated. * 
-Lady ARMSTRONG has been a friend of, and has assisted Miss BENTLEY, since shortly ] 
after her break with the Communists in November of 19^5. .J 


Dr. GROOFMAN advised that Miss BENTLEY was in a state of nervous 
shock as sr result of the assault by WRIGHT, and that he was of the definite 
opinion that Miss BENTLEY should have nothing further to do with this Individ- ; 

ual. Lady ARMSTRONG was of the same opinion, but Miss BENTLEY, who was observed • 

to be in a very highly emotional state, pointed out that she desired to return * 

to bar home in Madison if something could be done to definitely assure her that * 

WRIGHT would not annoy her ii the future. y 

On May 13, 1952, a conference was held in the officoof USA MYLES ^ 

LANE, at which were present AUSA ROY COHN, Miss BENTLEY, and an agent of this ^ 
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office. KYLES LANE advised that it was Ms intention to issue a subpoena for 
WRIGHT to call him into his office and obtain an explanation of all details 
concerning the assault, and to "lay dovn the law to WRIGHT." Miss BENTLEY 
volunteered that she would be able to call WRIGHT on the telephone and ask 
him to come to New York to pick her up on May 14, and at that time the subpoena 
could be served and be could be interrogated by Mr. LANE. This was done, 
and on May 14 Miss BENTLEY was taken to her home in Madison, Connecticut, 
and services of a locksmith were obtained infNew Haven who changed all the 
locks on Miss BENTLEY*6 doors. Later that evening her automobile, which WRIGHT 
had driven to New York, was returned to her by WRIGHT. 


Of possible significance in this entire episode is the fact that 
while Miss BENTLEY was in New York recovering, JOHN^WRICST^took it upon him¬ 
self to go to Miss BENTLEY'S insurance agent in Madison and obtain some forms 
which he wanted her to fill out indicating that .the injury she suffered was the 
result of an accident she had in her residence which was covered by an In¬ 
surance policy she maintained. These forms were sent by WRIGHT to Dr. GR00PMAN, 
but Dr. GR00PMAN stated that he of course would not be a party to an action of 
this kind. Miss BENTLEY, stated that she would not press this claim, and is 
going to make some excuse to the insurance company as to why she is not press¬ 
ing it.

( The following is a summary of the conversation had between USA MYLES 
LANE and JOHN WRIGHT in connection with the subpoena issued for his appearance 
before the Grand Jury; 

Mr. LANE advised WRIGHT that be in turn bad been advised by Miss 
BENTLEY that WRIGHT was harassing her and that on one occasion be had used 
physical violence on her. Mr. LANE asked WRIGHT for bis explanation, and 
WRIGHT In some detail advised that he commenced working for Miss BENTLEY in 
August, 1951/ sad acted in the capacity of chauffeur and caretaker for her. 

He related that a week or so ago he met Miss BENTLEY at New Haven at about 
-6:18 p.m. one evening, and although it was dinner time Miss BENTLEY insisted 
on having several drinks. WRIGHT related that in his past experience, and be¬ 
cause of statements made on thi6 occasion by Miss BENTLEY, be knew that she 
had been using barbiturates and other drugs which she has on prescription. 

He stated ^they consumed $13-50 worth of liquor in a respectable restaurant in New 
Haven. Upon leaving the restaurant, according to WRIGHT, Miss BENTLEY insisted 
on driving home, and in the course of this WRIGHT in the vicinity of Branford, , 
Connecticut, became nervous over the manner in which Miss BENTLEY was operating 
the car and gradually brought the car over to the right hand side of the road 
and stopped. Thereafter he removed the keys and announced to Miss BENTLEY 
that he was going to drive the rest of the way. WRIGHT said Miss BENTLEY ob¬ 
jected, and when he refused to return the keys to her she struck him across the 
face with her gloves, which were trimmed with buckles. WRIGHT stated that due 
possibly to the influence of the drinks he "blew his cork and hit her with a 
right cross." He said she fell out of the car and then he got out of the car. 
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crossed around, and assisted her back in. WRIGHT stated that be then drove on 
to Madison. 

USA LAKE then cautioned WRIGHT and advised him of the penalty he 
might suffer for interfering vith a Government witness, and he agreed that he 
vouia terminate any further relationship vith Miss BENTLEY.

Kiss BKNTIEY stated that on April 27, 1952, she had a speaking engage¬ 
ment in Toledo, Ohio. After fulfilling this engagement she returned to Rev York 
City, and on April 30 Bhe called WRIGHT and asked him to meet her at the rail¬ 
road station in Hew Haven, Connecticut. He met her as prearranged, and vhen they 
were about a mile or so out of Rev Haven en route to Madison, she observed that 
his driving was not too steady and she got the impression that WRIGHT bad been 
on a prolonged drinking spree. She related that she then took the wheel, and 
after driving another mile or so WRIGHT grabbed the wheel and turned off the 
ignition. When she finally got the car stopped she asked WRIGHT why he vas tam¬

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The next day Miss KETTLE! requested VRIGHT to drive her to Bev York 
City, vhich he did. She then vent to Dr. SAMUEL GROOBiAN, vho has his office

The Bureau vas telephonically advised of the above facts, and at the 
suggestion of the Bureau these facts were made known to USA MYLES LANE.

By way of explanation, Lady ARMSTRONG is an American vho is the widow 
of an English nobleman vho made a substantial fortune In the United States. 

Since her husband*s demise Lady ARMSTRONG, vho is a personal friend of FRANCIS 
CARDINAL SPELT MAN and Bishop FULTON SHEEN, baa spent a great deal of her time 
and money in assisting individuals such as Miss BENTLEY in becoming rehabilitated. 
Lady ARMSTRONG has been a friend of, and has assisted Miss BENTLEY, since shortly 
after her break vith the Communists in November of 1$&5» 

Dr. GR002MAN advised that Miss BENTLEY vas in a state of nervous 
shock as a-result of the assault by WRIGHT, and that he* vas of the definite 
opinion that Miss BENTLEY should have nothing further to do vith this Individ* . 
ual. Lady ARMSTRONG vas of the same opinion, hut Miss BEHTLEY, vho vas observed 
’ to be in a very highly emotional state, pointed out that she desired to return 
to her home in Madison if something could be done to definitely assure her that 
WRIGHT would not annoy her ii the future. 

On May 13, 1952, a conference vas held in the office of USA KYUB3 
LANE, at which were present AUSA ROY COHN, Miss BENTUTT, and an agent of this 
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office, KIISS LASS advised that it vas his Intention to issue a subpoena for 
WRIGHT to call him. into his office and obtain an explanation of all details ^.^Sj ?"> 
conceraing the assault, and to "lay dovn the lav to WRIGHT."

Of possible significance in this entire episode is the fact that 
vhile Kiss BENTLEY vas in Hew York recovering, JOHN WRIGHT took it upon him- ^ t V 
self to go to Miss BENTLEY'S insurance agent in Madison and obtain some forms 
vhich he vanted her to fill out indicating that the injury she suffered vas the .

Thereafter he removed the keys and announced to Miss EEHTIEY 
that he vas going to drive the rest of the way. WRIGHT said Miss BENTLEY

On July 3, 1952, AUSA ROY COHN advised this office that be recently Q 
had a long conversation with ELIZABETH BENTLEY in connection vitb her testimony 
in the forthcoming REMINGTON case. At that time BENTLEY pointed out to COHN 
that she was in rather desperate financial straits. She indicated that it would 
be necessary for her to obtain some money in some fashion or other in order to 
carry her through the Summer, or, failing that, she would hare to obtain a 
position of Borne kind. COHN gathered from Miss BENTLEY*s conversation that 
she needed approximately, $1,000. ' 

COHN stated that BENTLEY, of course, is one of the principal wit¬ 
nesses in the REMINGTON case, which is scheduled to be tried some time in the 
Fall of 1952, and he, COHN, Is very anxious to keep her in a friendly frame of 
mind in order that her testimony might be used to its greatest advantage. 

COHN stated that he felt the best Interests of the Government, particularly in 
the prosecution of the REMINGTON case, could be served by assisting Miss BENTLEY 
in any way that might be feasible. / '*' 

COHN stated that he personally has assisted Miss BENTLEY in several 
instances*. He pointed out one wherein Miss BENTLEY had consulted a tax expert 
in connection with the income tax she would have to pay on the proceeds of her sj 
hook, This individual estimated that the tax would be near $6,000.

Congressional committees, she cannot,take a job where she would not be able to 
get time off to make these Court and other appearances on behalf of the Govern¬ 
ment. She did state, however, that, she was extremely interested in obtaining 
some type* of research work in the literary, teaching or business fields, all 
of which she claimed she is qualified to handle. She declared that if she could 
obtain.such employment she feels that she could carry out her commitments with 
. the Government as a witness and still maintain a job of this kind. She explained 
that if she were successful in getting employment in the research field she 
could handle Court or other appearances and still keep her job by working nights 
and weekends on her regular Job. 

As the Bureau knows, Miss BENTLEY has been a most valuable informant 
/for 'a period of over six years, and during that time we have not paid her nor 
has she asked for any compensation. The exception to this, of course, is the 
$2,000 that was paid to her in the Spring of this year. As the Bureau recalls, 
this was in repayment of the $2,000 which she turned over to agents of the New 
York Office in November of 19^-5 > which money she had received from her Soviet 
principal in connection with her espionage activities.

The Bureau*s attention is also called to the unfortunate predicament 
Miss BENTLEY found herself in in connection with the assault 'on her by her care¬ 
taker, JOHN BURGHARDT WRIGHT, in May of 1952. This, accompanied by the fact that 
according to Miss BENTLEY*s physician she is going through the change of life, 
probably accounts for some of the recent difficulty being encountered in handling 
this informant.

She related that she believed he attended city College in Mew v 
York and resided with hi9 father, whose first name she did not recall, in Washing¬ 
ton Heights, Hew York City. She related that the father of ’UROLD GREENWALD ran 
on the Socialist ticket for a public office in Hew Y 0 rk City* she did not recall 
; the date and could not recall the office for which he ran,

Miss BENTLEY advised that OREEWI.D used the name HAROLD PATCH in 
writing articles and also worked under thio name. She advised that OREFWfALD 
was either the editor cr associate editor of the marcsine, "Fi^ht,” the official 
publication of the American League Against War and Fascism. She advised that he 
was writing for this raapezine in 1935 and 1936. 

Hiss BENTLEY advised that to the best of her knowledge, GREENWALD re- 
. i aided on West 28th Street in 1936; that he and GEORGE LOH lived in an apartment 
together at the 23th Street address. She added that about 1935 or 1936 GREENWALD 
V was also on the Emergency Home Relief in New York City, 

Mi3s BENTLEY informed that the last she saw of CREED,7AI.R was about 1933 ‘ 
at which time he was still connected with the American League Against War and 
Fascism. 



In regard to his activities, T, iaa BFNTLEY stated that she and GREENWALD 
signed HAYDEN SARS 1 application to become a member of the Communist Party.

The Helo York office was instructed by the Bureau's 
air-tel of December 10, 1953, to secure copies of the articles 
written by Elisabeth Bentley in the "Hew York Mirror 1, starting 
on December 13, 1953. Ihey were instructed to forward these 
articles with an analysis to the bureau and i;h?re nc ccssary to 
set forth leads for the Hew Orleans office to interview Bentley 
concerning data appearing in the articles . They neve also 
instructed to channelise information in the articles to the 
pertinent files on persons named by Bentley. 

The articles appeared in the "New York Daily V.irvor" 
in six issues starting on December 13, 1953, and ending on 
December 18, 1953. The analysis submitted by the Hew York office 
and the study here at the Bureau reflects that practically all 
information in the articles appears in Bentley's booh "Gut of Lone age' 
with the "dressing up" of some of the k.uterial. Bentley in 
substance in the articles traces her own involvement in the network, 
descri bes the roles played by various persons involved and shows 
the importance of the data which the network was producing for the 
Soviets. Probably because of the recent publicity concerning 
Harry Dexter ihite, she devotes considerable space to his activities. 
Her last article shows her ultimate break with the espionage network 
and her corning to the FBI villi her information . 

In the article of December 13, 1953, Bentley relates 
that bite furnished i nformati on to the network, that Secretary of 
the Treasury Uorgantheau was disgruntled with the reception Moscow 
was giving American lend-lease effort, and lkite suggested that 
something be done in order to keep Forgantheau from becoming anti - 
Soviet. She said as a result of passing this information through 
to the Soviet Intelligence headquarters in Moscow, Stalin probably 
paid tribute to US productivity and the importance of the lend-lsase 
program * Ibis information is basically Ike sere as that furnished 
previously by Bentley to Bureau agents. In the article of 
December 14, 1953, Bentley repeats i nformati on which she has 
previously furnished to the Bureau and to Congressional committees 
which leadfs her to believe that there was at least one other spy 
ring operating in Fashington which she knew- nothing about and 
possibly still another group • 1 1 ^ < 4 k i> ve previously questioned 
Bentley on this and have secured all details she has which do not 
assist us in identifying such networks. In the article of 
December 15, 1953, Bentley plays up the role played by Lauchlin 
Currie, an administrative assistant to president P.oosevelt, who 
assisted Nathan Gregory Silvcrmastcr when he was under investigation 
pursuant to the natch Act. It appears in this instance that Bentley 
has gone beyond knowledge known to her personally and has drawn

Your Honor: 

In keeping with your instructions via our telephone conversation March 
3, 1954, I have secured the names of the officials at the College of the 
Sacred Heart, Grand Coteau, Louisiana. It seems that the Reverent Mother 
Lapeyre is in charge of the entire institution and that the active head 
of the Academy (high school portion) is Mother Saizan, and the active 
head of the college is Mother Erskine. I believe that Mother Erskine is 
probably Miss Bentley’s immediate superior whereas Reverend Mother Lapeyre 
probably has the ultimate word in the conduct of the affairs of the en¬ 
tire institution. 

As I explained to you on Wednesday I believe that the service effected 
on Miss Bentley on February 2, 1954 was good service, and that she could 
be cited in contempt of your court for failure to heed and obey the sub¬ 
poena. Furthermore in keeping with your instructions I file herewith a 
brief supporting my position and contention in this matter. A reference 
thereto will show that my brief consists chiefly of citations from the 
Federal Rules of Civil Procedure for the courts of the United States. 

I spoke with Mr. Byron Scott, Attorney for the Plaintiff, of Washington, 

D. C. yesterday and asked him to familiarize me with the situation giving 
rise to this law suit. He is presently sending mo a copy of the original 
complaint and a background on the law suit which I shall be pleased to 
give you in detail at a later date. Briefly, however, I can tell you 
that Mr. Taylor is not the commentator referred to by you in our conver¬ 
sation, but actually an official with the International Monetary Fund and 
that apparently the Washington Daily News printed certain things about 
this man which he considered libelous. I would assume that Miss Bentley’s 
testimony will be centered around questions which would indicate the 
truth^pr falsity of the damaging statements printed by the aforesaid 
newspaper about the Plaintiff. You will recall that Miss Bentley is a

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former Communist and I would venture to guess that the statements re¬ 
ferred to Communistic affiliation on the part of the Plaintiff. 

"When piunsel for both plaintiff and Defendant learned of Miss Bentley's 
whereabouts they entered into a stipulation for the taking of her testi¬ 
mony Ifi my office on February 8, 1954. That agreement was sent to me 
and I forwarded same to the Clerk of our District Court at Shreveport 
requesting that a subpoena issue in conformity therewith. Thereafter 
as hereinbefore mentioned service was made on Miss Bentley and she failed 
to appear at the appointed time and place. After that I contacted Mr. 
Scott at Washington again and informed him of her apparent refusal to 
appear for the taking of this deposition and he entered into another 
stipulation with counsel for the Defendant calling for a re-setting of 
the- date for the taking of the deposition as March 8, 195^ here in Opel¬ 
ousas at my office. Mr. LeBlanc, the United States Marshal* then made 
two attempts to effect service and could not even get to see Miss Bentley. 

At least three persons are prepared to come here from Washington D. C. 
when this deposition is finally taken and I am therefore particularly 
anxious in being certain that Miss Bentley will be present when these 
gentlemen make such a long and expensive trip for that purpose. In 
keeping therewith I decided to call upon you for your assistance in the 
matter and did so when you were here on February 25th for your term of 
court. 

I believe that your idea about contacting the Superior at Grand Coteau 
is very good and that you will get results therefrom. I would ask that 
you call upon me for any assistance that I may render and would appre¬ 
ciate your keeping me informed of any further developments.

Sometime ago Mr. Howard B, DeJean, Jr., an attorney at law 
of Opelousas, Louisiana notified me that he had been associated with 
the plaintiff’s Washington counsel in the aforementioned suit, and was 
endeavoring to take a deposition of_Miss Elizabeth Bentley. She is 
now living in Grand Coteau, Louisiana. Attorney DeJean stated that 
Miss Bentley had refused to honor the subpoena which had been Issued 
to her from the Clerk of the Federal District Court at Shreveport, 
Louisiana. He also related that the United States Marshal had made 
two unsuccessful attempts to serve another subpoena on Miss Bentley. 
All of this is set out in Mr. DeJean’s letter which I Instructed him 
to write to me subsequent to his giving me this information. A copy 
of this letter is attached hereto for your information . 


Mr. DeJean was seeking a contempt proceeding against Miss 
Bentley. I Instructed him that because of the prominence of Miss Bentley 
and because of the fact that she is at the present time living with the 
Sisters at Grand Coteau, that he should desist and make another attempt, 
and that when the new subpoena was issued he should call me. This he 
did on April 8, 195^* X then told him that I would call the Sisters and 
explain to them the situation. On the same day I spoke with Mother 
Erskine and explained to her the status of the matter. That same night 
Miss Bentley called me. Her conversation was lengthy and to the general 
effect that this whole thing was a Communist plot and that the suit by 
Mr. Taylor against the News was not a serious one other than for the pur¬ 
pose of involving her. she says that it is merely an effort to have her 
repeat testimony that she has given to Congressional committees. This, 
she claims, would permit her old Communist friends to harrass her with 
libel suits, etc. 

Attorney DeJean of Opelousas has the background of the suit, 
and all information concerning the lawyers connected with it. It is 
anticipated that Miss Bentley will ignore all subpoenas and that lawyers 
seeking her testimony will ask that she be held in contempt. 

A report of this matter is made because of the previous promin¬ 
ence of Mi3S Bentley. It is conceivable that there might be some informa¬ 
tion Jffris court should have if it is faced with a demand for a contempt.

(h)t 7Xi>) 


Frofessor D..VIS was interviewed on January 11* 1954, cy 6:S Jw.^3 T, 
SULLIViA: and ISalAH T. UOODDUAY and proved extremely cooperative. 
Thereafter he advised the Boston Office that his wife wished to provide 
information regarding her Communist Party activities at Mashinpton, D t C. 
and Hew York City in the middle 1930's. 

The Bureau, A11any. New York, ‘7 a shin f/ton Field Office, and Doston had 
no information concerning the Comnunist party activities of Mrs. DAVIS 
under her naiden name and present marriare name. Instant interview 
developed the information of three previous marriares and leads were 
set out to conduct indices checks under the additional names used Ly 
suLject through the years, 
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Mrs. DAVIS was extremely cooperative during instant interview and 
stated she would be perfectly willing to discuss not only her own 
activities but the activities of others whom she knew in the Communist 
Party and related front organizations. She pointed out, however, that 
her memory has become extremely cloudy concerning the identity of many 
such individuals and that while she can describe these persons accurately 
she cannot now recall their names. She pointed out further that she 
has done voluminous reading of the various exposes of the Communist Forty 
published since 1940 and that she has reached a point now where at 
times she cannot recall whether she has personal knowledge of various 
events or whether she has read this information in such publications as 
the House Committee Reports, various Senatorial Investigating Committee 
Reports, the published works of VJKITTAKER CHAMBERS, ELIZABETH BENTLEY, 
Iu.LPH DE TOLEDAKO, and other individuals. 

Boston has made arrangements to recontact Mrs. DRVIS as often as is 
necessary and will refresh her memory for information regarding her 
activities in the period 1934 - 1937, Subsequent interviews will 
attempt to ascertain her knowledge- of the degree of Communist Forty 
infiltration in the publishing field and among writers and likewise 
will attempt to ascertain whether she has knowledge of Communist Party 
activities in Massachusetts from 1939 to 1954. 

Inasmuch as all offices receiving copies of this letter have received 
copies of its accompanyinr report that information concerning 
individuals named by Mrs. D,V13 in connection with Communist Party 
activities will to set out herein. 


Mrs. DiVIS stated that in the fall or winter of 1934 she and her husband, 
HER.LWH DRUECK, had been recruited into the Communist Forty by JCI-I1T 
DONOVAN, who at that time was employed by the H.R.A. at Washington, D.C. 
She described JOHN DONOVAN as a "sensational character," who was employed 
by Section 7A of the N.R.A. and as an individual whom N.R.A. authorities 
had tried to fire because of his Communist Party activities. She stated 
that JOHN DONOVAN was a close; friend of KA:0LD JARE, who had sot up the 
Communist apparatus in the Federal Government and that DONOVAN came 
from the New York City area and had studied at Columbia University. 


JOHN BONOVAWs wife, ELIZABETH DONOVAN, was likewise known to Mrs. Dn.VIS 
as a secret member of a concealed cell of the Communist Forty at 
Washington during the years 1935 and 192o. Sho stated that she could 
not recall having, met Mrs. ELIZABETH DOT-VAN v> ut from records maintained 
by HERMANN DRUNCR and from, other sources she was aware that ELIZABETH 
DONOVAN had been in the Communist Farty. It is her understanding that 
JOHN and ELIZABETH D0H0V.A have been divorced and that ELIZABETH DONOVAN 
subsequently took up residence in the Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, area. 

Mrs. DjiVIS does not know whether ELIZABETH DOMOVTI subsequently remarried. 


1-irs, DAVIS stated that each unit of the Communist Forty as set up by 
HAROLD V’iJxE was comprised of about 5 individuals. She stated that at the 
first meeting sho attended there were present alonm with herself, her 
husband, HERMANN BRUNCH, C&JiLES KRAMER, and his wife, MILDRED KJUXR, 
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and Mrs. MARION DACHRACH. Mrs. DAVIS pointed out in regard to 
CHARLES KRAMER that she also knew this individual as CHARLES KKAVITSKY. 
She stated that CUiRLES and MILDRED Krw'ER at this time resided in the 
1800 block of a street in North '-Jest Washington which ran parallel to 
such streets as Euclid, Fairman, Girard, Harvard, and Irving Streets. 

She stated that KRAMER at that tine was employed by an organization she 
believed was called "Consumer's Council" and that his wife, MILDRED, ns 
of that time was a housewife and had no outside employments. 

Mrs. DAVIS thereafter identified JOHN AST, MAKIOH ERCHRACK, NATHAN "NAT" 
WITT, LEE PRESSMAN, VICTOR PHILO, and ABRAHAM GEORGE SILVEFdbX as 
individuals known to her as Communist Party members. She stated that tbK 
above named, other than SILVER!LX, were in her Communist Party unit and 
that SILVERMAN was in the Communist Party unit headed by her husband, 
HEK-iXN DRURCR. 

She likewise identified HEMKY COLLINS as another devoted Communist Party 
member and stated that many Communist Party meetings were held in the 
BE:!RY COLLI AS* residence, a converted stable, situated in a block in the 
center of /ashir.rton, D.C. 

Subject subsequently identified JESSICA. SMITH, who at that tine was the 
wife of HAROLD MAKE, as another Communist Party member well known to her. 
She stated that ILJvOLD MARS had organized the various groups infiltrating 
the Federal Government and that Mrs. JESSICA SMITH WARE had certain 
specific functions to handle for the Communist Party, the exact nature 
of which was unknown to Mrs. D.-.VIS. 

Mrs. DAVIS stated she has never attended Communist Party meetings with 
JESSICA SMITH but inasmuch as JESSIC.. SMITH had been in contact with 
J. PETERS, Soviet espionage agtnt in 1937 and had later married iIATRAN 
HITT, another Communist Party member, after the death of her first 
husband, HAROLD WARE, Mrs. DAVIS has no doubt whatever of JESSIC,. .SMITH‘s 
Communist Party membership. 

Concerning LEE PRESSMAN'S wife, Mrs. DAVIS stated that during 1935 and 
1936, as Lest she recalls, this individual, whose first name she cannot 
recall, was not a Communist Party member. She stated she can recall 
small talk indicating that Mrs. LEE PRESSLX had made various reservatio 
concerning the Communist Party and had indicated to her husband and Ills 
Communist Party friends that she preferred a more conventional way of 11 
Whether this individual subsequently joined the Communist Party Mrs. DA' 
stated she could not know and would only conjecture that she thought not 

Mrs. DAVIS identified VICTOR PEPXO as another individual who was well 
known to her as a Communist Party member during this particular period. 
She recalled that PERLO was single at the time of their first meeting ant 


that subsequently he had married a plrl who also became a Communist Party 


* ember. Mrs. DAVIS could not recall the name of FEALO’s wife. She 
'Jlescribed him as a very "strange character," who at tines acted like an 
‘^Adolescent and who at times exhibited what she termed a "retarded character. 
She stated that PERU) was very emotionally innature and was like a child 
in that he could be readily advised and easily led by his fellow Communist 
Party members. She pointed out, however, that VICTO PERLO was an individua. 
"I could be frightened of." She stated she feels PERLO "could never be 
reached to give up the Communist Party inasmuch as he is a complete 
fanatic, sincerely devoted to Communism," 


Mrs. DnVIS stated she knew ABRAHAM GEORGE SILVERMAN very slightly and 
recalled that he used the name GEORGE SILVERMAN. She recalled SILVERMAN 
was extremely nervous at all times and appeared "scared as a rabbit that 
his activities would be discovered." She stated that for this reason 
Party members and leaders found SILVERMAN extremely hard to handle despite 
his devotion to the Communist Farty cause. She recalled particularly 
mooting ALIA A' GEOAGE SILVERMAN at a time whan her husband, HERMANN ERtHC?. 
was in the last stages of his mental illness when SILVERMAN expressed fear 
that possibly BRUNCH in his nad ravings might expose the identity of 
Communist Party members such as SILVERMAN. 


Fveturning then to the question of the Communist Party membership of 
HENRY COLLIES, Mrs. DAVIS stated that, while she originally stated she 
could not recall the identity of the individual who collected Communist 
Party dues, she feels now that HENRY COLLIN’S was actually the Financial 
Secretory more or less for these various Communist Party cells. She 
stated she thought HE;RY COLLINS was married at that time but could not 
recall Ids wife and would not bo willing to make a positive statement 
regarding his marital status at that tine. 

Mrs. D/1VIS also identified as an extremely well concealed Communist Party 
member Mrs. LEM de C«UX. She identified this individual’s husband as the 
individual in charge of publicity for the CIO during the late 1940's and 
pointed out that it is possible LEM de CAUX himself was not a Communist 
Party member inasmuch as his wife took great pains to conceal her 
Communist Forty membership not only from outsiders but from, her husband 
as well. 


Concerning MARION DA CHINCH, ffrs. DAVIS recalled that this individual was 
a housewife whose husband was not at all sympathe^deto the philosophy of 
Communists. Mrs. DAVIS stated that she had been Unusually friendly with 
MARION BhCHKACH inasmuch as Mrs. BACHR/.CH had taken care of her and had 
offered solace and comfort following the death of HERMANN BRUNCH. 

f 

fAt this time in the interview Mrs. DAVIS made the statement that, despite 

Hho great amount of publicity afforded ALGER HISS and his brother, DONALD 
HISS, in the public press, she as of this tine cannot, recall having known 
these individuals as Communist Party members, nor can she recall hearing 
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from the above nmed individuals that the IIIS3 brothers were members 
of the Communist Party as of this time. 

It was at this point in the interview that Mrs. DAVIS was questioned 
concerning possible access she had to secret Government files. She 
stated that while she had no access to such files she had been asked 
to obtain nutritional formulae from Departneit of Agriculture sources, 
inasmuch as her position in the Department provided easy access to 
these formulae. 

She then mentioned in this same contact that her husband, HERMANN 
3KUNCK, while employed by the N.L.R.R., had been ordered by an unknown 
Communist party official to contact "tip persons" in Hew York City 
' regarding Communist Forty activities and especially Communist Party 
strategy/ on the New York City waterfront. She specifically named 
JOE CUIu-uv? 1 of the Maritime Union in New York as a Communist Party 
member whom KERMAIN PRUHCX not periodically at New York to discuss 
Communist party strategy. 

Mrs. DnVIS recalled that HER': ANN 3RUHCX "became a nervous wreck" as 
a result of theso secret meetings, inasmuch as he by nature was not 
a devious individual and wanted no part of any underground and/or secret 
manipulations in the interest of the Communist Party. However, he was 
sufficiently disciplined by the Communist Party to see CUPPA A 1 at 
New York City when BAUNCK's schedule called for a trip to the Hew York 
area. 


Mrs. DAVIS stated that at this time she could not recall whether 
ether individuals at Hew York City had sat in on these meetings 
but specifically recalled JOE CUPIt.N’s name being used by her husband. 

Returninf then to the subject of J. FETERS, Mrs. DAVIS stated sho knew 
this individual as "PETE" and "STEVE" and recalled that on nt least 
one occasion and possibly nore he had lectured to Communist Party units 
at Hashinfton on the topic of "Democratic Centralism," 

As pointed out in the details of accompanying report, she recalled 
that, when her husband, HERMANN PRUMCiC, had inquired of PETERS the 
reason for the severity of a Communist Forty review of a literary work 
of SIDNEY HOOK, PETERS had replied that the Communist Party could not 
treat a renegade as a human being. 

She recalled also that In the sprinf of 1937 at 'lew York City when 
JESSIC.i SMITH had made arrangements for her to talk to J. PETERS 
concerning her withdrawal from the Communist Party, PETERS had been 
very kind to her and expressed his understanding of her confused mental 
condition following the death of HERMANN DKUNCK. Mrs. DAVIS was unable 
to recall specifically whether in her meetings with J. FETERS she had 
heard him express anything which might give a clue to some of the project 
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he headed in this country for the Communist Party. 

I She pointed out that she feels she has never met ELIZABETH BENTLEY, 

Jwhose picture she has seen in the public press on numerous occasions and 
* likewise does not recognize the name JACOB GOLOS, BENTLEY'S superior in 
Soviet espionage. She stated it is possible, however, that she met GOLOS 
cxd night have known him under an alias. 

Concerning Communist Party membership records, Mrs. DAVIS feels that 
VICTOR FEALQ "probably was the individual delegated with the handling of 
these records because of his fanaticism and devotion to the Party." She 
stated she cannot be definite on this point, however, but recalls that 
records wero kept hut that their distribution and handling were carefully 
done because of the names involved and the secretivoncss insisted on by 
HAROLD -'•ill« 


It is her best recollection that HENRY COLLIRS acted as Treasurer for 
the units she has knowledge of. She stated, however, that once again 
she is guessing on this point but added that somewhere in the back of 
her head she has a rocollection that money was turned over to HENRY COLLINS 
ftr eventual distribution to a more highly placed Party official. 

In the spring of 1937, following the death of her husband, Mrs.- DAVIS 
took a position as a writer with "Mew Masses," which at that time was 
edited by JOSEPH FREEMAN, whom Mrs. DAVIS knew as a Communist Forty 
member. In her several conversations with FREE-AN, Hr 3 . DAVIS happened 
to let slip information placing her in the Communist Party and providing 
hints as to the identity of the activities of Communist Forty functionary 
known to her and other information which, to an individual of FLESAr's 
mental acuity, might expose various individuals. 

'■frs. DAVIS thereupon decided to tilk this matter over with JESSICA SMITH, 
who at that time was editing "Soviet Russia Today." JESSICA sent her 
to an apartment in the West 20 »s or b T est 30*s in Mew York City where the 
above mentioned interview with J. PETERS took place. Mrs. DAVIS recalled 
that "with tears in my eyes I told him I had been undependable and had 
perhaps unwittingly exposed the operations of the ’Jashington units of the 
Forty. J. FETEiS expressed his understanding and stated kindly that 
perhaps no damage had been done and thereupon excused her from further 
participation in the Party’s activities. 

Mrs. D.iVIS stated she has not seen JESSICA SMITH since that time but is 
aware that, following the death of HAROLD i/ARE, JESSICA became the wife 
of JOHN AST. 

She stated that either JESSICA SMITH or J. PETERS or "STEVE;" as Mrs. DAVI 
named him, and "most likely it was * STEVE'," asked her to make available 
one room in her Banks Street apartment to store a file case containing 
papers. Mrs. B..VIS recalled that this file cabinet consisted of 3 or 4 
drawers and was kept locked at all times. She never did see the contents 
of this file cabinet, she claims. 
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She stated that, shortly after she- had given permission for the Forty to 
jre this file cabinet in her apartment, an individual, who called 
hi:self "Y0IJWG" and whose first none she never did ascertain, began 
visiting the apartment almost on a daily basis for months, during which 
tine he spent hours in poring over the various papers contained in the 
file cabinet. 


Mrs. DAVIS described him as a white male who in 1937 was in his forties. 
She stated he had no particularly distinguising marks but had a full 
head of blade hair, dark eyes, and had been a hatter by trade for many 
years and as a result of this had made a great deal of money. She 
expressed the belief that "YOUrlG” was a Latvian by birth and had been 
a long-time Communist Party member whose only contact in the United States 
was EiJIL LRO'/LSR or persons more highly placed in the Conounist Party 
hierarchy. 

She recalled th-_t he had a wife and child in the Soviet Union but had 
been forced to leave them there upon taking up a specific function in 
the United .States. Re impressed on Mrs. DAVIS during much of the time 
he spent going over his papers that he was supposed "never to talk to 
anyone. 11 She stated that "YOUNG” was a kind and gentle man who had a 
very soft speaking voice and likewise was a person "whose loneliness 
I have never seen equaled.” 

She further recalled that in the 1920’s "YOUNG" supposedly had worked 
in the Mew York City area for unknown companies in connection with his 
trade as a hatter. Although stating that she had not seen any of the 
papers in the file cabinet maintained by "YOUl-G,” Mrs. 9..VIS stated that 
at least on one occasion "YOUNG” had flashed before her a paper indicating 
that the Communist Party had intercepted mail from a person in the employ 
of LEOII TROTSKY. 


From other remarks made by •♦YOUNG" at this tine and perhaps on other 
occasions, hut the exact wording of which she cannot mw recall, ’Mrs. 

DAVIS leans to the belief that ’'YOiriG" at that time was possibly engaged 
in the Communist Party plot to infiltrate LECH TROTSKY 1 s organization and 
also that "YOURG” in 1937 might have had over-all supervision of the 
plans that led to the assassination of LEOM TROTSKY several years later 
in Mexico City. 

It-is pointed out to all offices receiving copies of this letter that the 
Bureau by airtel to New York dated March 24, 1954, following receipt of 
Boston airtel dated March 22, 1954,has made Bow York office of origin in 
a 65 classification case on FNU "YOUNG.

She identified JE.A ICARSAVIDA 
os on individuol of Polish extraction who hod produoted from Smith 
College at Northampton, Massachusetts, and wos employed os o secretory 
in Washington, D.C. in o governmentol agency. She recoiled JEAL 
KAKSA/r.A had o married sister named FATTE'lSON (phonetic) and that JEAN 
KARSAVIKA had visited Mrs. DAVIS during 1937 while on vacation from 
her job at Washington, D.C. 

She stated that Miss K/RSaVIHA hod been on the point of joining the 
Communist Party and had discussed particular points of the philosophy 
of Communism with ’Its. DAVIS and had joined the Party when Mrs. DAVIS 
clarified the points bothering this individual. Mrs. DAVIS stated she 
does not know where this individual is at the present time and whether 
she is employed by the Federal Government. 

While discussirgher own biographical data, ! trs. DAVIS mentioned FRANCES 
HOPE I-IaLE CRYSTAL, the daughter of her brother, MX F. JALA HD H.XS. 

Mrs. DAVIS stated that FRANCES HALE CRYSTAL, who resides in Mew Jersey, 
was believed by her to to a Communist Party member but pointed out that 
she had no definite information indicating this to be a fact. She further 
pointed out that, “My brother MAC is extremely conservative” and indirectly 
might have been the cause of his daughter's joining the Communist Party 
due either to his lack of understanding of her or his refusal to give 
her proper guidance and counsel. 

Mrs. DAVIS recalled that word reached her in the middle forties that 
FRANCES IL\LE was at that tine keeping company with an individual known 
to her family as a member of the Jewish religion and as a possible 
Communist Farty member. Mrs. DAVIS was asked by the family members to 
talk to FRANCES HALE in the hope that i'irs. DAVIS could disillusion 
FRANCES regarding the Communist Party and its members. She thereupon 
invited FA ACES to her summer home on Cape Cod, expecting to provide 
her sufficient information on the Party so that FRANCES would give up 
DANIEL CRYSTAL and call off the marriage. Instead, FitAKCSS appeared at 
the C .pe C-od summer home and advised Mrs. DAVIS she had already married 
DANIEL CRYSTAL and that they were then on their honeymoon trip. i v £rs. DAVI: 
thereupon made no reference to the Communist Tarty to her niece. 


She stated also that her sister, the wife of L0LL0 BRITTEN, of Melbourne, 
Florida, is not a Communist Farty member or a member of any cited 
organizations, according to her best knowledge. She stated that following 
the testimony of Professor KGREAT GORHAM U.VIS before the K.C.U.A. in 
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February, 1953, 'irs. R0LL0 DR ITT 'EM had cor::-ended Professor DRV IS for his 
stand taken before- the H.C.LJ.A. !Jrs. DAVIS feels that had her sister and 
hir husband been affiliated with any organizations similar to the 
{Sfi.XiUnist Party they definitely would not have written a commendatory 
letter to Professor DAVIS. 

As has been set out earlier in this letter, it is again pointed out that 
tliu interview of Mrs. DAVIS necessarily had to be terminated when her two 
school age children arrived honefron school. The bulk of this interview 
was taken up in the obtaining of biographical and background information 
on Mrs. DAVIS and her first three husbands. The information concerning 
individuals mentioned in instant letter was made in passing by i‘xs. DAVIS 
and subsequent interviews will bo directed to enlarging the scope of 
information on these individuals held by Mrs. DAVIS. 

The results of subsequent interviews will be reported to the bureau and 
interested offices.

This supplements report of April 12, 1954 relative 
same matter. Mias Bentley called at my office today. She 
told me that she had been served with a subpoena by Mr. 

Howard B. DeJean, Jr« and she wanted me to tell her that the 
subpoena was not valid. I related to her that X could not 
pass on the matter as it was not before me, but at her in¬ 
sistence I did examine the law and read to her excerpts 
therefrom which was to the general effect that service could be 
made by someone other than the Marshal, and I told her further 
that while I was not passing on the matter, it would appear 
to me that the service was good. She proceeded to tell me that 
she was being intimidated by Mr* DeJean. I informed her that 
she should consult a lawyer. She said that she did not have 
money to consult a lawyer. I informed her that because a con¬ 
tempt proceeding might be involved, that if she did not have 
the money to consult a lawyer, I would appoint one to repre¬ 
sent her. She said she would think about this and let me knew. 
Her position is that this is a matter that should go to the 
United States Supreme Court. She says that she does not think 
that a federal witness as she has been should be continuously 
"hampered and intimidated." I asked her who was intimidating 
her, and she takes the position that %* DeJean is intimidating 
her by representing the people who want to get her testimony, 
etc. She tells me that she intends to go to Washington to 
consult the Attorney General. 

It now seems certain that Miss Bentley is going to 
ignore the subpoena that has been served upon her and that 
lawyers seeking her testimony will a3k that she be held in 
contempt*

Bentley had just called him from down in Louisiana. She is very much 
disturbed over the subpoena she has received to give a deposition in the 
office of a local lawyer in Louisiana in the libel suit brought by William 
H^’T'aylor against the Scripps Howard papers. She was asking George's 
advice. She told him she did not mind giving the testimony but she did 
not want to give it in the form of a deposition and would prefer tc give 
it in court in view of a local situation down there. 


George was wondering if we knew anything about the situation 
and what could be done. 1 told George we had heard that Taylor had 
had her served with a subpoena, which she had disregarded, and that another 
subpoena was to be issued, which it apparently had been; that if she simply 
did not want to testify, ii her testimony was already on record, that, of 
course, there was nothing we could do, but that if she had any question, 
certainly she ought

On the night of April 28, 1954* Miss ELIZABETH 
BENTLEY telephoned the Ifefident Agent *t Lafayette, La#, 
and advised she had a matter which she desired to discuss 
with him# On the morning of 4-29-54 SA JOHN B. HONEYCUTT 
contacted Miss BENTLEY at Grand Cotosu, La#, at which time 
she proceeded to rehash the information which appears in 
referenced letter. She stated she believed that the action 
on the part of WILLIAM HENRY TAYLOR was being baclced and 
sanctioned by the CP and that the whole affair was Communist 
inspired and that the subpoena for her to appear before a 
private attorney in Opelousas was action being taken by 
the CP in order to force her out into the open in order 
that a libel suit could be filed against her. She atated 
that this is the method of the Communists in getting revenge 
on an ex-Communist member. 


Miss BENTLEY stated that in her opinion there 
should be some way of protecting a person who is assisting 
and has assisted the U. S* Government and who In the future 
will continue to assist them against any such Communist 
attacks. She atated she does not Intend to stay at the 
Sacred Heart College at Grand Coteau, La., another year and-' 
teach school unless she could get some type of protection 
from someone or some organization. 



As in the past, the Bureau *a position in such 
matters was specifically explained to Miss BENTLEY and 
she was specifically advised that this Bureau was not in 
a position to offer any type of protection to her in view 
of the fact that shw was merely a private citizen and wa 3 
not under any type of subpoena as a witness far the Fedaal 
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Miss BENTLEY was again informed that in 
connection with the subpoena for her to appear before 
Mr. HOWARD B. DEJEAN, Opelousas, La., on 5-17-54# that 
it was a personal matter of hera and a matter she would 
have to decide for herself, that the Bureau was not in 
a position to offer any advice In this connection. It was 
suggested to Misa BENTLEY that possibly she might want 
to hire an attorney to look after her interests and she 
commented that she had no marey to hire an attorney and 
furthermore, knew no attorney in the area whom she could 
trust. §he asked the agent to recommend an attorney which 
was certainly not done. 

On the evening of April 30, 1954# Miss BENTLEY 
again contacted the Resident Agent in Lafayette and advised 
that nn the afternoon of April 29, 1954# she received a 
telephone call from a Mr. BROUSSARD, who identified himself 
with the Daily World, a local newspaper in Opelousas, and 
inquired of Miss BENTLEY as to whether or not she had been 
cohtacted by DEJEAN during the week for the purpose of 
him taking a deposition. According to Miss BENTLEY, she 
informed BROUSSARD he should contact Mr. HOWARD B, DEJEAN 
himself, if he desired that information. Miss BENTLEY 
stated that this was another instance wherein she was being 
intimidated or terrorized for her failtr e to appear at 
Opelousas to give a deposition. 

Mias BENTLEY advised that to further substantiate 
her statement that she Is being terrorized and that the 
college where she is teaching is also suffering from such 
terrorism, she stated that on the night of 4-29-54 *1 10:30 P.M. 
persons unknown entered the library of the college and from ther 
on into the general halls and dormitories and ransacked the 
place, slamming door3, rattling coke bottles, and in general 
terrorized a number of students who were residing in the 
dormitory. 


Miss BENTLEY was specifically informed that this 
was a matter for the local authorities to handle if she 
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believed someone had broken Into the college; however, in 
talking to her, she had no specific information regarding 
any damage or eny loss to the college. Miss BENTLEY advised 
that she is under the belief that the local authorities in 
St. Landry Parish are also behind HOWARD B. DEJEAN and she 
could expect no asalstanoe from those individuals. It was 
pointed out to Miss BENTLEY that notwithstanding the fact 
she did not trust the local authorities, this Bureau had no 
jurisdiction In such mutters and would not be able to 
conduct any investigation in the absence of facts tc sub¬ 
stantiate a Federal violation. 

In talking with Miss BENTLEY in recent months, 
particularly since the occasion arose wherein she was 
supposed to have appeared in Opelousas, La., to give a 
deposition, it is noted that she is attempting to apply 
enough pressure on the Bureau in order to get the Bureau 
to olfer some sort of protection or guidance to her. It 
has been noted that from interviews with Miss BENTLEY, it 
is apparent that a lot of the instances which sho has related 
to agents of tho Bureau are merely figments of her Imagination 
and she is merely trying to apply pressure on tie Bureau to 
get them to intervene on behalf of her so she will not have 
to appear and give a deposition in the case entitled WILLIAM 
HENRY TAYLOR, vs. Washington News. 

On several occasions. Miss BENTLEY has been advised 
that the Bureau is in no position to give her guidance or 
counsel and any action she takes In connection with the 
subpoena which she has received is entirely up to her and 
she will have to make the decision as tD what action she will 
take. Miss BENTLEY has advised that regardless of what 
position the FBI takes, she intends to write to Attorney 
Gene&l BROWNELL and also to SENATOR KARL MUNLT of the 
Senate Investigative Sub-Committee and explain tothem her 
position and request some protection. 

She has advised that she does not intend to 
"embarass the Bureau in any way whatsoever; however, if she 
.continues her tactics it is believed that eventually she will 
embarrass the Bureau in connection with her actions ard statements. 
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This office has received a large number of requests to 
contact Miss BENTLEY for the purpose of verifying information she 
has previously furnished. The number of contacts with her for 
this purpose coupled with her current problems suggest the desira¬ 
bility of limiting interviews with her to a minimum. While she 
has been entirely cooperative, it seems that some offioes ere 
routinely requesting that she be interviewed regarding matters 
which have previously been covered In interviews with her and I oan 
recall no instances in which she has been able to furnish suplemental 
material to that given on initial Interviews regarding particular 
cases. If the Bureau feels such action would be desirable, it is 
the suggestion of the New Orleans Division that the offices having 
the most espionage work be advised to carefully analyze the requests 
sent for reinterview of Miss BENTLEY and keep such interviews to 
an absolute minimum. 

Miss BENTLEY advised on 4-30-54 that she plans to leave 
Grand Coteau, La. , around May 27, 19E>4» to go to her home in 
Connecticut and at the present time she does not know whether she 
will return because she states that the officials of the college 
are getting fed up with tho unfavorable publicity they have 
received as a result of her being there, which she states has 
ail stemmed from the WILLIAM HENRY TAYLOR case.

BENTLEY, she advised that on Lay 17, 1954 a he appeared 
at the office of Attorney HOWARD DeJEAN, Opelousas, 
Louisiana with two attorneys from Mew Orleans, Louisiana. 
She advised that WILLIAM HENRY TAYLOR was present with 
hi3 attorney, BYROU C. SCOTT. Also present were two 
attorneys who represented the Washington Daily News. 

BENTLEY advised that it was agreed between 
the Attorney that the taking of her deposition be post¬ 
poned until July 26, 1954 and that the proceedings 
would be transferred to Washington, D. C. on that date. 

BENTLEY stated that during the meeting at 
Opelousas, Louisiana on May 17, 1954 she learned that 
the basis of the suit of TAYLOR against the Washington 
Daily News wg3 the testimony given in November, 1953 
by Director HOOVER and Hr.

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New Orleans letter of 6-1-54 advised Bentley furnished 
the following on 5-20-54 . During a meeting on 5-17-54, at the 
office of Attorney Howard De Jean , Opelousas, Louisiana, she learned 
the basis of the libel suit of William Henry Taylor against the 
Washington Daily News was the testimony given in 11-53 by the 
Director and the Attorney General in connection with the Marry 
Dexter White case. She said the Washin gtori Daily News ran a 
j paraphrase story of the testimony in which the name of Taylor 
fleas mentioned s and this was the basis of his suit against the paper. 

The article which was the basis of the suit by Taylor 
was written by Chester Potter and appeared in the Washington Daily 
News on 11-20-53 . It was captioned 11 White Aide Holds Monetary 
I Fund Post, Taylor is Under Loyalty Probe ." Neither the Director 
nor the Attorney General mentioned in this article. 

On 2-5-54, Potter furnished a copy of a 97-page deposition 
taken from Taylor on 12-19-53 Mark P. Friedlander, attorney 
for the Washington Daily News. In addition to the deposition, 

Potter also furnished a Photostat of a 5-page memo concerning the 
libel suit of Taylor. This memo is not identified beyond the 
name Potter appearing on page 1 and on page 5. It appears this 
memo was prepared by Potter for his superiors at the Washington f 
Daily News. In this memo it was stated that "Mr. Taylor's stated \ 
\grounds for libel are that the News published, under the heading 
*Taylor Is Under Loyalty Probe, ' the following *false, scandalous 
and defamatory* libel: 'Twice, Treasury Secretaries have sought 
to have him (meaning the plaintiff) removed from his Monetary Fund • 
post because his (meaning the plaintiff) name had appeared as an 
associate of White (meaning Harry Dexter White) in the FBI ’Red 
Round-up' in November, 1945, (meaning the letters referred to in 
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tie testimony of Herbert Brownell before the Senate Internal 
4fcurtty Committee in Washington, D, C ., on November 17, 1953), 
and 'he (meaning the plaintiff) said Silvermaster (meaning 
Nathan Gregory Silvermaster) recommended him (meaning the 
plaintiff) to White (meaning Harry Dexter White) a3 a prospective 
employe of the Treasury Department in 1941 . *' Further, the libel 
suit says that 'the fore going was meant and intended to convey 
that plaintiff was nampd as an associate of Harry Dexter White 
in reports made by the FBI to the President of the United States 
in November, 1945 ... ,M 

On the basis of information available to the Bureau, 
it would appear Bentley is in error when she states the basis 
of the libel suit of Taylor against the News was the testimony 
of the Director and the Attorney General in the White case in 
November, 1953 . There is, however, little doubt that the wide¬ 
spread publicity given to this testimony of the Director and 
the Attorney General on 11-17-53 could lead to this error on 
the part of Bentley .

young lawyer and worked for "Wild BILL" DONOVAN* s law firm 
in New York City* He had been a member of the Party for 
some time, and vjhen we first heard of him > he was attached 
to the Communist group that functioned within the Institute 
of Pacific Relations* 

"In the early summer DUNCAN took a position as a 
confidential assistant to General DONOVAN, then head of the 
O.ScS, He and his red-haired. Scottish-born wife ISHBEL 
moved down to Washington* YASHA and I briefly considered 
my contacting him. MARY, however, vetoed the suggestion, 
saying that he was so high-strung and nervous that the sight 
of a stranger would send him into a state of panic. 

,u What does he look like?' I remember asking her. 

,M Nothing outstanding,’ she said thoughtfully. 
’Average height, medium-brown hair and light eyes, glasses, 
rather studious looking. He’s a good person, only he*s never 
before been mixed up in this sort of thing.’ 

”1 looked at her sharply, wondering if she herself 
knew just whom she was working for. I had taken pains 
enough to keep her in complete ignorance, even though I 
did trust her sufficiently to give her my telephone number 
in New York. Whatever her surmises, however, they did not 
seem to affect her attitude, for she continued to carry on 
her duties imperturbably. During the summer and fall of 
19U2 she was my intermediary with DUNCAN, bringing him 
Communist literature and collecting his Party dues. Besides 
which, MARY brought him instructions from us and collected 
his information. His wife, being a British subject, was 
net at that time a member, due to the American Communist 
Party’s policy in those years of not accepting aliens far 
membership. 


"His material at that point, while valuable, was 
meager. He would only give MARY small bits of information 
orally, making her promise she would not write it down but 
would carry it in her head. Since a Communist does not 
regard his promise as anything sacred—except, of course, 
when it is made to his superior in the Party—MARY would 
memorize the data and then rush home to write it down in 
shorthand. Nevertheless, this procedure was hazardous, 
because there was always the chance she might not remember 



the information correctly* We tried to get MARY to change 
DUNCAN's attitude, but unfortunately she was still * green 1 at 
the espionage business and had great difficulty in handling 
people* The Russian Secret Police were becoming more and 
more impatient and it was arranged that I contact DUNCAN 
instead. He was one of the most nervous people with whom 
I had to deal. His innate fear had been greatly heightened 
by the 'cloak-and-dagger* attitude that was then rampant 
in the O.S.S. He was unwilling to have me telephone him, 
for he was convinced that his phone might be tapped. He 
sat quite close to me in the living room and almost whispered 
his information for fear that the walls mi^it have ears. 
Moreover, although I succeeded in getting from him more and 
better information that had MARY, he almost always gave it 
to me orally and rarely would he give me a document, although 
under pressure he would hand over scraps of paper on which 
he had written down important data. 1 '

"Meanwhile, MARY PRICE had decided she wanted to give 
up her position with WALTER LIPPMANN. YASHA and I tried to 
convince her that she should stay, but it became increasingly 
obvious that she was cracking up. Finally it was decided 
that she resign and go to Mexico for the summer to get her 
health back. We arranged to keep in touch with her through 
her sister MILDRED (Mrs. HAROLD COY), executive head of 
the pro-Communist China Aid Council. At first, YASHA and I 
regarded MILDRED merely as an intermediary with MARY, but 
soon we discovered she would be a valuable adjunct to our 
apparatus in her own right. She was at that time, he told me, 
the organiser of the Communist unit which functioned in the 
Institute of Pacific Relations—a foundation for Far Eastern 
studies which had originally been set up by well-meaning 
philanthropists but which had long since fallen under the 
domination of the Communists. The organization, because of 
its respectable past and high-sounding title, had been able 
to enroll in its ranks a vast number of 'innocents/ among 
them professors and businessmen who were interested in Pacific 
affairs. Hence it had, he explained to me, become the center 
of all Communist activity in the Far Eastern field, offering

j a protective covering to a nuinber of smaller, more obviously 
pro-Communist enterprises that clustered around it. Among 
these were the China Aid Council, of which MILDRED was executive 
secretary, and the magazines ‘China Today* and 'Amerasia.' 

"The Communist group in the Institute of Pacific 
Relations, which he told me was made up of every Party member 
in the Far Eastern field—regardless of what organization 
he was attached to—was set up in a very special way* Instead 
. of being attached to a geographical section headquarters, 
as was the case with most units, it was handled directly 
by FREDERICK VANDERBILT FIELD, who in turn was responsible 
directly to EARL BROWDER* This arrangement was made 
necessary because the work that the cell was doing was so 
secret and so valuable that it had to be protected from any 
leaks* In actual fact, however, this set-up was pathetically 
inadequate to protect the activities of the group, as YASHA 
pointed out to me. 

"'It's a hang-over from the days when we didn't 
operate properly,* he said disgustedly. 'At that time all 
undercover work was routed via the Party. Now we know 
enough to have our agents directly in contact with the 
Russians,' 


"'What are they doing?* I asked interestedly. 

'"Getting Party members and sympathizers into the 
United States government where they can be of use to us,' 
he said. 'They've already done pretty well along this line. 
They've placed several good solid people in jobs where they 
can effectively influence American policy on the Far East in 
a pro-Soviet direction, and I understand they are collecting 
good information that is being relayed to our friends via 
BRCWDER. The only thing that bothers me is that they're 
operating so indiscreetly* It's an open secret that the 
Institute of Pacific Relations is red as the rose. Moreover, 
with that clumsy set-up, it will be a miracle if the F.B.I. 
doesn't trip over them sooner or later.' 

"'Are we going to take them on?' I asked* 
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”’Certainly not*; 1 he answered* *1 wouldn't touch 
them with a ten-foot pole. But they might be a valuable source 
of agents for us. We got DUNCAN LEE from the group and there 
may be others there that haven 1 1 yet been too tarred with the 
red brush* Keep in touch with MILDRED and find out if she 
knows anyone in there that we could use, 1 

"I was still curious about the I.P.R, group. 'But 
why, if it is operating in such a dangerous fashion, doesn't 
someone do something about the situation?' 

"He looked at me despondently. *1 don't know. Some¬ 
times I don't understand what is going on in Moscow. Things 
seem to have changed since my days. The old crowd no longer 
seems to be in charge, and the new ones are very different. ! " 


On November 30, 19hS s Miss ELIZABETH TERRILL BENTLEY furnished 
a signed statement to SAS THOMAS G. SPENCER and JOSEPH M. KELLY in 
New York City. Miss BENTLEY in this statement advised that another 
individual with whom she became acquainted during the latter part of 
19h2 was Major DUNCAN LEE. She stated that her first knowledge of him 
came from a remark by MARY PRICE, another of her Soviet espionage 
contacts, in New York City in 19k2 to the effect that she, PRICE, 
was attending a party in New York City given by DUNCAN LEE, a friend 
of PRICE'S sister, MILDRED PRICE. 

In her statement of November 30, 19k$> Miss BENTLEY recalled 
that at that time LEE, who was a law graduate of either Yale or Harvard, 
was associated with General DONOVAN’S law firm in New York City* By 
way of background Miss BENTLEY advised that LEE was born in China, 
the son of an American missionary, and was a descendant of General 
ROBERT E. LEE. She also recalled that LEE attended either Oxford or 
Cambridge University in England where he became acquainted with his 
wife, ISHBEL, who was a Scottish girl. 

In her statement of November 30, 19 Ii3>» Miss BENTLEY recalled 
that while in New York City practicing law, LEE had become identified 
with various organizations interested in the Far East, such as the 
Institute of Pacific Relations, and that it was probably through 
his activities in this regard that he met MILDRED PRICE. 

Miss BENTLEY in her statement of November 30, 19li5, advised 
that in 19li2 MARY PRICE mentioned to JACOB GOLOS, her Soviet superior, 
that LEE was going to Washington, D. C., with General DONOVAN in 
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Ojjfc .S. and PRICE asked GOLOS if he were interested in LEE. She stated 
that GOLOS replied that of course he was and delegated PRICE to handle 
him. Miss BENTLEY stated that PRICE did proceed to take care of LEE 
who was given an Army commission directly upon entering O.S.S., but 
his contributions were not particularly voluminous or valuable and 
GOLOS decided it would be better if she, Miss BENTLEY, were to meet 
LEE and determine exactly the nature of his duties and the type of 
information coming to his attention in O.S.S. Miss BENTLEY stated 
that accordingly, through arrangements made by MARY PRICE she met 
LEE in Washington and he told her he was in an advisory capacity to 
General DONOVAN, and it was apparent to her that he was cognizant of 
most of the material directed to General DONOVAN’S attention. 

As reflected in a record of "Hearing Regarding Communist 
Espionage in the United States Government” before the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities in 19tt8 on page 725, Miss BENTLEY on August 10, 
I9ii8, testified that in May or June, 191*2, MARY PRICE informed her and 
GOLOS that LEE was being transferred to Washington, D- C„, and felt 
he would be a good contact for them. Miss BENTLEY testified that she 
told MARY PRICE to have LEE disconnected from the Party in New York 
City and when he came to Washington, he should contact Miss PRICE and 
keep in contact with her. 

Kiss BENTLIY testified that PRICE continued to contact IEE 
until she became ill with virus pneumonia in about December, 19ii2, at 
which time she came to Mew York City where she remained ill for two 
or three months. Miss BENTLEY stated that since PRICE could not contact 
LEE, she herself went to Washington on one of her trips, walked up 
to LEE’s apartment on the fourth floor of what she believed was 30lli 
Dent Place and introduced herself as ’’HELEN*'. She stated that LEE 
had previously been told by PRICE who she was, and that this was the 
first time she saw him. 

On Page $29 of her testimony before the HCUA in 19^8 Miss 
BENTLEY testified on July 31> 19^8, that LEE was a member of the 
Institute of Pacific Relations In New York and through that organization 
he knew MILDRED PRICE, who was MARY PRICE’S sister. She testified 
that when DUNCAN LEE was sent down to Washington to join the O.S.S., 

MARY came to them (BENTLEY and GOLOS) told them about him, and said 
that they were to take him on. She testified that PRICE took care 
of him for awhile and then the latter left Washington at which time 
she, BENTLEY, took him over at that point. 
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•j On page 530 of the Hearings, Kiss BENTLEY testified on July 31, 

19^8, concerning how she had first met LEE* She stated: "Well, he 
had been dealing with MARY, He knew MARY personally, you see, through 
her sister, and MARY had told him about me, and the name I have gone 
by, which was HELEN, and I just walked into his apartment and said, 

'I am HELEN,* and spoke about things that only the two of us would 
know, and that is how we made our contact*" 

In testimony before the HCUA as reflected on page 731 of 
the report of the Hearings, Miss BENTLEY testified; "I knocked 
on the door, Mr* LEE opened it, and I said, *Good evening DUNCAN, 
this is HELEN. I think MARY PRICE has told you about me.* He said, 
•Yes,* and asked me to come in," 

In the hearing before the HCUA on July 31* 19l)8, as reflected 
on rage 529 of the report of the hearing Miss BENTLEY was asked 
whether LEE was a Communist and she replied: "Yes." 

In testimony before the HCUA as reflected on page 730 of 
the record of the hearing Miss BENTLEY testified on August 10, 19k8, 
that MARY PRICE was the first one to tell her that LEE was a member 
of the Communist Party. 

In testimony before the HCUA on August 10, 19it8, page 729, . 
Miss BENTLEY testified that she brought LEE Communist literature 
and collected his Communist Party dues. She testified she was told 
he was a member in New York and that he was made a member at large 
in charge of MARY PRICE. She testified that she had never seen his 
Party Card, but had every reason to believe he was (a member of the 
Communist Party), 

In her testimony before the HCUA on August 10, 19U8, page 
729* she stated that she collected LEE's party dues from him where 
ever she happened to meet him—-in his apartment or on the street 
sometimes, or at his house. 

In her statement of November 30, 19h'5> Miss BENTLEY advised 
that for the most part LEE seemed to be supplying information which 
in his judgment would be of value, and it was on infrequent occasions 
that she, at the request of GOLOS, requested him to obtain information 
on specific matters. 

In her statement of November 30, 19li9* Miss BENTLEY stated 
it was her impression at that time (19h2-h3) that LEE, who had been 
a Communist Party member in New York City, was of the impression that 
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tfce Information he had been giving MARY PRICE was being delivered 
EARL BROWDER, at that time National Secretary of the Conrrunist 
Party in the United States, but in subsequent conversations and from 
remarks which came to her attention later as having been made by 
LEE, she believed that after a while LEE realized that such information 
was actually destined for Russian intelligence. 

Miss BENTLEY testified on August 10, 19i|8, that she thought 
in the beginning of her contacts with LEE,he did not know she was 
a Soviet agent, but rather that it was his understanding that he 
was passing information to her just for the use of the Communist 
Party. As reflected on page 732 of the hearings, she stated that in 
19bh LEE did not indicate that he thought she was a Soviet agent, 
but did indicate he thought she was a Communist. 

As reflected on page 729 of the hearings, Miss BEUTLEY 
testified on August 10, 19l±8, before the HCUA that she imagined that 
from the spring of 19 LL, LEE knew she was both a Communist and a 
Russian agent. She stateds "I imagined so, because that was apropos 
of that proposed transfer between JKVD and the OSS, and I remember he 
was quite frightened because he said, *If they come over here, they 
will come up to my house, knock on the door, shake my hand, and say, 
"Comrade, well done". 1 " 

Miss BENTLEY testified on August 10, 19li8, page 729, that 
she remembered this distinctly and that it gave her the impression 
th*t he did believe she was fa Russian agent) and he got very nervous 
during that period. She testified that it was impossible to see him 
sometimes and that finally LEE‘s wife arranged a meeting for the 
three of them toward the summer, she thought, of 19liii, and asked her 
point blank if this was going to Russia or if it was going to the 
Communist Party, And she said it was going to EARL BROWDER. 

On August 10, 19U8, Miss BENTLEY testified before the HCUA, 
page 728, that LEE knew all along that she was a Communist. She further 
stated that there was a stage when he suspected she was a Soviet agent. 

Miss BENTLEY on August 10, 19li8, page 732, testified that 
she did not know how she could have impressed him as not being a 
Communist, adding that she still did not think at the beginning 
he knew she was a Soviet agent. She testified that he (at first) 
was passing this (information) on just for the purposes of the 
Communist Party, but that she believed that LEE later on did have 
a question in his mind,as she had explained. 
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I On August 10« 19h8» she testified, page ?29, that she would' 

pljfce it as the spring of 19Lit that LEE became suspicious that she was 
a Soviet agent, She added: "I mean, obviously so, I don { t know 
what he thought before that," She testified that he gave no indication 
before that that he thought she was a Soviet agent. 

On April 2L, 1951, Miss BENTLEY was interviewed by SAS 
LESTER 0. GALLAHER and FRANCIS V, ZANGLE of the New York Office of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, At the time of this interview she 
stated that LEE was under the impression that information which he 
had been giving to MARY PRICE was being delivered to EARL BRCWDER. 

She stated that LEE had been under this impression because he had been 
told that the information was being furnished to BRCVDER. She again 
stated that she believed that subsequently LEE came to realize that 
information he was furnishing was going to the Russians, She stated 
that she came to this conclusion because of various incidents and 
remarks which appeared to indicate that LEE was aware that information 
he was furnishing was going to the Russians. She again cited the 
proposal of General DONOVAN for the exchange of OSS and NKVD agents 
and LEE’s fear that if the NKVD agents did come to this country, they 
would attempt to contact him personally and thus jeopardize his position. 
In this connection she also stated that sometime in the latter part of 
19Ui MOLOTOV, or some other Russian official, had made a speech in 
which reference was made to information which LEE believed was information 
he had furnished to her. She stated th*t she believed the information 
referred to was material given her by LEE to the effect that OSS was 
in contact with dissident elements in countries within the Soviet Orbit. 
(She believed these were Rumania, Bulgaria, or Yugoslavia.) Her 
recollection of this material was that it concerned democratic elements 
in these countries which had made overtures through their underground 
channels in Switzerland, who in turn contacted OSS to discuss whether 
or not the United States would assist these elements in obtaining 
leadership in these countries during the post war period. 

In her statement of November 30* 19L5, Miss BENTLEY stated 
that LEE»s wife, ISHBEL, had also been a Communist Party member in 
New York City, and she recalled that at that time Mrs, LEE was 
considering seeking United States citizenship and was somewhat 
apprehensive of the possibility that an investigation of her past 
activities might reveal her Party affiliations and would reflect upon 
her husband. Miss BENTLEY stated that on most of the occasions that 
she visited LEE at his home and on the street, it was arranged that 
they would meet alone, and the only other person present was his wife. 
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.1 On April 21, 1951, Miss BENTLEI was interviewed by SAS 

LfeTER 0. GAU.AHER and FRANCIS W. ZANGLE. At this time a discussion 
was had with Miss BENTLY as to the basis fbr her statements concerning 
her beliefs that ISHBEL LEE had been a Communist Party member in 
New York City. Miss BENTLEY stated she was not too clear as to how 
this knowledge came to her attention. She advised that she was under 
the impression that LEE had told her that his wife had been a Communist 
Party member until the time when the Party no longer enrolled members 
who were aliens. She stated that she also believed that ISHBEL LEE 
had been a member of various Communist front organizations in 
Washington, D n C., but she was unable to state what these organizations 
were. Miss BENTLEY at this time advised that she had collected dues 
from DUNCAN LEE while she was contacting him in Washington, D. C., 
but that she did not collect dues from ISHBEL LEE.

H ...I remembered how, a few months before, we had 
asked DUNCAN to find out why MARY PRICE had been turned down 
in the fall of 19L3 j he had promptly produced the information 
that the reason was because she had been associating with 
known Communists. When we discovered he had access to the 
security files, we had asked him to bring us information that 
might be of value. Thereupon, he had given me a slip of paper 
on which he had written down the names of people that the 
O.S.S. considered dangerous risks, divided into three categories— 
* known Soviet agents 1 , 'known Communists,' and 'Communist 
sympathizers.' In the first group were three names—none of 
whom I knew; in the second, was an active member of the PERLO 
group, and in the third MAURICE HALPERIN. We had quite promptly 
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•| alerted MAURICE and told him to be careful; the other, since 
he was more reckless, we had ’put on ice’ and told to abstain 
from any activities for a six-month period. That had been 
some time before; yet, in spite of our forebodings, both of 
them were still holding their jobs.” 


Miss BENTLEY testified before the HCUA on August 10, 191*8, that 
information obtained by her from LEE was valuable to the Russians* She 
stated that one type of information vhich LEE furnished was whether 
the O.S.S. had spotted any of "our people" who were working for O.S.S. 

Miss BENTLEY testified that in the fall of 19h3 MARY PRICE 
had applied to O.S.S* for a position there but was turned down. She 
stated that PRICE was given some routine excuse with no bad implications, 
but that DUNCAN LEE, when asked to check and find out the real reason, 
advised two or three months later that he had checked through O.SS. 
files and determined that PRICE had been turned down because of past 
Communist affiliations and connections. 

On April 2h f 195>1 9 Miss BENTLEY, during an interview with SAS 
LESTER 0. GALLAHER and FRANCIS W. ZANGLE, stated that LEE had told her 
that the OSS had compiled a list of "Reds" (in OSS). She stated that 
the list had been divided into three categories which she believed were 
headed as follows: 

(1) Known Soviet Agents (It was her recollection that this 
list contained only three or four names, two of which she 
believed to be Jimenez. She recalled that a third name 
appeared to her to be Spanish.) . 

(2) Known Communist Party Members (This list contained at 
least six or more names, among which she said appeared 
the name of DONALD WHEELER.) WHEELER was another of 
her Soviet espionage contacts. 

(3) Known Communist Sympathizers (She advised that she recalled 
specifically that the name of MAURICE HALPERIN had appeared 
on this list.) It is noted that HALPERIN was also one of 
her Soviet espionage contacts. 


In developing the background concerning the circumstances under 
which LEE furnished her with the above-mentioned list. Miss BENTLEY 
stated that in the fall of 19b3> MARY PRICE had endeavored to obtain 
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a Job at OSS, but the position had failed to materialize# She said that 
shre later asked LEE to see if he could find out why MARY PRICE was 
turned down for the position# She said LEE was able to determine that 
MARY PRICE had been turned down because of her past association with 
known Communists. Among those individuals withvhom Miss PRICE had 
been associated and which association was believed questionable was 
VIRGINIA PAYNE, a girl from Tennessee, and a British girl whose first 
name Miss BENTLEY believed was ELIZABETH, last name unrecalled. She 
stated that MARY PRICE had resided with these girls on Olive Avenue 
in Washington, D. C. She further identified the British girl as having 
been married to a doctor and separated from him at the time she lived 
with MARY PRICE. She stated that LEE had determined from the file on 
MARY PRICE that VIRGINIA PAYNE had been investigated by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. Miss BENTLEY stated that as a result of this 
incident she and her principals became aware of the fact that LEE had 
access to security files of OSS,and she told him to keep his eyes open 
for any information appearing therein which might be of interest to 
them. 


She stated that some months later, she believed in the spring 
of 19Ui, during a conversation with LEE he mentioned he had "stumbled" 
over a file in which were listed known “Reds” in OSS and he asked her 
if she was interested in this list. She stated that after her reply 
in the affirmative, LEE subsequently cooled the list and brought it 
to her. She advised that this was one of the few instances in which 
IZE had furnished her with written information,, She stated she furnished 
this written list to her principal "BILL”. She stated that LEE was her sole 
source of information pertaining to the above-mentioned list. She further 
stated that the fact that DONALD WHEELER's name appeared on the above 
list was the basis for placing him "on ice” for awhile. She said WHEELER 
had been furnishing "ditto" material in such voluminous quantities that 
Russians sent word back asking, "DONALD" to please restrain himself. 

Miss BENTLEY was interviewed at the New York Office on 
March 7, 1952, by SA LESTER 0. GALLAHER. During the course of this 
interview a number of matters were discussed with her. She was asked 
if she could furnish further details regarding the list of names,which 
she had previously stated she received from LEE, of individuals suspected 
of Communist or Qommunist front activities who were employed by OSS. At 
that time she stated she was unable to recall any of these names other 
than WHEELER and HALPERIN, who were at that time furnishing her with 
information. She did recall, however, that the first two or three names 
contained on the list were Spanish. She stated that she did not retain 
a written list after she furnished this information to her Soviet principals 
and it was because of this that she was unable to recall any of the other 
names appearing on the list.

"Then there was DUNCAN I£E, my prime headache for the 
last several months, who was exceedingly nervous and jumpy. 

Indeed, by that time his hush-hush work at the O.S.S, had 
made him so hypercautious that he had taken to crawling around 
the floor of his apartment on hands and knees examining the 
telephone wires to see if they had been tampered with, I 
remember one evening he had begged me to see him, and when I 
met him he was white and trembling and the sweat stood out on 
his forehead* 

"’What’s the matter, DUNCAN?’ I said, 

"He peered around him nervously, as if he thought some¬ 
one was listening; then he told me the situation. It seemed 
he had found out that his boss. General DONOVAN, had conceived 
the idea of exchanging intelligence missions with the Russians; 
the N.K.V.D, was to send about ten or twelve men to this country 
and the O.S.S. would ship an equal number over there. Ihe 
matter had been threshed out in a top-policy meeting of the 
United States government; most of the people present had not 
opposed the suggestion, with the exception of Admiral LEAHY 
of the Navy, who had said flatly 'no,’ A representative of 
President ROOSEVELT had suggested tentatively that perhaps it 
wasn't such a good idea during an election year; however, if the 
N.K.V.D. came in plain clothes and without any fanfare, the idea 
might work out. J. EDGAR HOOVER, alone, sat back and looked 
amused, and his words, as DUNCAN reported them, have stuck in 
my mind. 

" r I don’t see what difference it makes,’ HOOVER said 
’Ever since the Amtorg Trading Corporation moved into this 
country, the N.K.V.D. have been wandering around the United States. 
It probably would make it a lot simpler for us if they came 
already labeled.’ 

"DUNCAN wasn’t sure whether the exchange would go through, 
but the mere idea of it upset him. He had turned to me desperately, 

"’I’m finished,* he said, ’They’ll come to call on me, 
and when I let them in, they’ll shake my hand and say, "Well done, 
comrade".’" 
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!! The situation was so ludicrous that I almost laughed; 
then I realized he was serious about it* What will I do with 
him, I wondered; he's too panicky to tell the truth to, and 
surely the Russians will fight to the death to keep such a 
valuable contact*" 


In her statement of November 30* 19 US* Miss BENTLEY stated 
that LEE impressed her as being a rather weak individual, who was 
impressed with being a descendant of General LEE, and most of the 
time she saw him, he was nervous and emotionally upsets She stated 
that he was extremely apprehensive about the possibility of being under 
FBI surveillance and he explained to her that he was in a really 
vulnerable position as the FBI and OSS, at that time, according to 
him, were both seeking to have control of all United States intelligence 
activities, and in furtherance of their claim the FBI would very much 
like to place CBS personnel in an embarrassing position. Miss BENTLEY 
stated that LEB mentioned many times that he did not like the work that 
he was engaged in; that is, the collection of information for her, and 
he appeared to be troubled with a severe conflict of ideas. She said 
she subsequently learned from "JACK 1 ’ who was one of her Soviet contacts 
that DUNCAN LEE had indicated to the person who took over after she 
ceased her activities that he did not desire to continue his contacts 
with the Russian espionage setup any further. She stated that she 
learned at that time that LEE at that time went to China and she was 
unable to state whether he continued his contacts with the Russians 
after that* 


In her statement of November 30, 19U5, Kiss BENTLEY said that 
she related to "JACK" (December, 19iih) the incident occurring some 
months previously, when DUNCAN LEE, through his intimate association 
with General WILLIAM J„ DONOVAN, in OSS, had learned of a proposal 
of General DONOVAN to have some NKVD representatives come to the United 
States in exchange for an OSS mission to Russia B She said that she 
told JACK that this proposal was looked upon unfavorably by President 
ROOSEVELT and Fleet Admiral LEAHY, and that, according to Major LEE, 
Director J. EDGAR HOOVER of the FBI, was supposed to have remarked 
that it would not make too much difference if the NKVD group did come 
over because they were here already and had been since the establishment 
of Amtorg. She stated that she described to JACK how excited and 
frightened Major LEE was about the prospect of NKVD mission coming 
to the United States as LEE had visions of this group visiting him at 
his home and thanking him for his co-operation* She stated that JACK 
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remarked that this incident was a good example of why the Russians 
strongly desired -that their American contacts not know the real 
identity of the persons with whom they were dealing. 

Miss BENTLEY in testimony before the HCUA on August 10, 19^8, 
reiterated that LEE had discussed with her a meeting at which it was 
proposed that the United States exchange ten, eleven, or twelve NKVD 
agents with the Soviet Union 0 She stated that she was not certain of 
the number to be exchanged. Concerning this exchange. Miss BENTLEY 
said that she thought it was in the spring of 19Uh that she met LEE 
one evening in a drug store in Washington, D. C. She testified that 
at this meeting LEE was very much upset because he had found out that 
General DONOVAN was interested in making this exchange of NKVD agents 
with OSS men. Miss BENTLEY testified that LEE had told her that this 
matter had been brought up at what she called a meeting of the top 
command of the country. She stated that those present were Admiral 
LEAHY of the Navy, Mr. JOHN EDGAR HCOVER of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, an<^ she thought, a representative of President ROOSEVELT, 
together with other top people. 

Miss BENTLEY testified that LEE described this meeting in 
detail to her going into such things as the fact that Admiral LEAHY 
was definitely against such an exchange. 

Miss BENTLEY was interviewed at the New York Office on 
March 7, 1952, by SA LESTER 0. GALLAHER with reference to the high 
level meeting held in Washington, D. C., during which a proposed exchange 
of NKVD and OSS men was discussed, she emphasized that she had stated 
that this exchange was merely discussed at the high level meeting and 
not that it had been disapproved. She stated that she had no knowledge 
of the reason for the failure of this plan, but heard later, possibly 
from J. JULIUS JOSEPH, another of her espionage contacts, that nothing 
materialized concerning this matter. 

With regard to whether this was to be an exchange of men 
rather than agents, she said that she did not attempt to distinguish 
the technical terminology of missions and agents, but merely meant that 
there was to be some exchange of personnel for some purpose or another. 
She emphasized that this was the way she had testified about the matter 
in the oast. She said that subsequent to the receipt of this information 
from LEE she had also obtained some information concerning the exchange 
of OSS and NKVD agents from J. JULIUS JOSEPH.

j In her book, "Out of* Bondage 

stated that after meeting a Soviet contact known to her as "AL" 
(ANATOLI BOROSOVICH GROMOV, then First Secretary of the Soviet 
Bnbassy in Washington, D. C.) in December, she realized that 

the International Communist movement was in the hands of the wrong 
people, and that she and her contacts were in a highly dangerous spot* 
She stated in the book that there was only one thing to do and that 
was to get as many people as she could out of the clutches of the 
Russians and then ease herself out* 


On page 259 of her book, she mentions DUNCAN LEE in this 
connection, stating that he was her prime headache for the preceding 
several months and that he was exceedingly nervous and jumpy. Also 
concerning this subject matter on page 261 she wrote:

I decided on strategy: I would slant the 
information I had on them to such a degree that they would 
look like poor risks to the Russian Secret Police, who perhaps 
would drop them. This path I followed.

"Laden with three suitcases of presents, I went 
down to Washington the week before Christmas; I was to deliver 
them to my contacts, collect their information, then meet 
JACK for breakfast the third morning at the Hotel Statler. 
Everything went very well; all the people were pleased 
with their presents and gay with the holiday spirit. DUNCAN 
LEE, who with his O.S.S. training fancied himself somewhat 
of a sleuth, eyed his leather writing case and his wife’s 
red-leather compact thoughtfully; then he uttered a whoop 
of joy. 


"’I’ve discovered where you work,’ he said happily, 
’Last year you also gave us leather goods; you must be in the 
wholesale leather business.*" 
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I In her statement of November }Q, 19hS, Miss BENTLEY advised 

that she had two meetings with JACK in Washington, D. C., in December 
prior to Christinas, one being at the Roger Smith Hotel and the other 
a breakfast meeting at the new Hotel Statler. 

In her statement of November $0, 19h$> Miss BENTLEY stated 
that during December, 19U4, she purchased a considerable number of 
Christmas gifts for her Washington contacts, and recalled that on 
one trip to Washington from New York she had three suitcases full 
of Christmas presents* She estimated that her purchases for Christmas 
presents amounted to four or five hundred dollars, reimbursement 
for which was made by JACK, who seemed to consider the expenditure 
very mild. 


On the matter of giving Christmas gifts to these people, she 
stated she would purchase a present for each member of a particular 
contact’s family and recalled that among the persons who received gifts 
purchased by her on JACK'S instructions were Major DUNCAN LEE and his 
wife. 


On April 2h, 1951, Miss BENTLEY during an interview by SAS 
LESTER 0. GALLAHER and FRANCIS W e ZANGLE stated that after her 
contacts with LEE at his residence on Dent Place in Washington, D.C., 
he later purchased a home and she recalled she had visited him at 
this house on about three occasions. She recalled that on one of 
the occasions when she contacted LEE at his second residence (probably 
1522 31st Street, N. W., Washington, D. C.), she brought Christmas 
gifts to DUNCAN and ISHBEL LEE. 

With regard to the nature of these gifts, she stated she 
believed she had given LEE on one occasion a leather writing case and 
at another time a wallet. She also recalled giving Mrs. LEE a red- 
leather compact. She stated that because of the fact that several or 
all of the various gifts she gave the LEES were made of leather, LEE, 
who fancied himself as being a detective, told her that he had discovered 
the nature of her business. She stated he told her that he believed 
she was in the wholesale leather business. 

On March 7, 1952, while being interviewed by SA LESTER 0. 
GALLAHER in the New York Office of the FBI, Miss BENTLEY discussed 
portions of her book, ’’Out of Bondage,” and stated that she had written 
that LEE had fancied himself as a detective and when she made the LEE 
family Christmas gifts of leather goods, LEE grew quite excited and 
said that he had discovered her occupation. She stated, however, that 
she had never indicated to LEE what her occupation was and that LEE's 
statement was purely conjecture on his part.

of Bondaro," Kith previous statements made by her concerning DUNCAN LEE, 
it is desired to point out the following. 

On pare 18? of her book Miss BEI1TLFT stated that during the 
fall of 19li2 I-WRY PRICE was her intermediary with LEE, bringing him 
Communist literature an^ collecting his Party duos. Sho also wrote 
that PRICE brought him instructions from "us” (her and GOLOS), and 
collected his information. 

While V.iss BENTLEY in her statement of 11/30/1*5 advised that 
MARY PRICf was at first delegated to handle DUNCAN LEE, she did not 
Specifically 3tate that MARY PRICE brought him Communist literature and 
collected his F?rty duos. On the other hand on 8/10/1*5 she testified 
before the HCUA that she herself brought LEE Communist Party literature 
and collected his Party dues. 

On page 182 of her book Nisr BENTLEY wrote that when LEE first 
came to VJashington with OSS in 19i*2 she considered contacting him but 
MARY PRICF. vetoed the suggestion, saying that LEE was so high sprung 
and nervous that tho sight of a stranger would send him into a state 
of panic, 

Tho files of V!F0 do not reflect BENTLEY having previously 
advised that HA RY Pi'ICE at first vetoed, the suggestion that Miss

In each Instance in which clippings were forwarded 
to case file 3 as outlined above, copies of such clippings were 
retained and have been assembled in alphabetical order under 
the names of the individual subjects as carried in the title of 
their case file. One set of these clippings is being forwarded 
herewith and a second set is being retained by the New York Office 
in the file entitled, "NATHAN GREGORY SILVERKASTER, was; ET AL; 
ESPIONAGE - R." It is to be pointed out that these clippings do 
not in every Instance contain all references in the book pertairirg 
to the individual mentioned, but only those which appear to be 
at variance or enlarge upon Miss BENTLEY*S signed statement. 
Memoranda which forwarded the clippings to the case files in 
the New York Office contained a complete listing of the references 
in the book on the individual. 

In seme few instances wherein the references were 
extremely numerous (such as on EARL BROWDER), clippings were not 
made. In those instances, memoranda were directed to the case 
files listing the references with the instruction that they be 
reviewed and compared with information previously furnished by 
BENTLEY on the subject, and that leads for clarification be 
set out if found necessary. 

Also, in several other instances in which there were 
numerous references concerning an individual now deceased or 
departed from the United States (such as JACOB G0L0S and ANATOLE 
GROMOV), and perusal of the references failed to reflect any 
outstanding variations, letters were forwarded to the Bureau in 
instant case and individual case files containing the page 
references in the book. In those instances detailed analysis of 
the information did not appear justified at the present time. 
However, the letter called attention to the fact that e copy of 
"Cut c r Bondage" is available in the New York Office Library 
should a review of the references be necessary. 

A similar procedure was followed with regard to 
certain organizations mentioned In the book which are now defunct 
or the material included was collateral to BENTLEY * S knowledge 
of various individuals (for example, the American League Against 
War and Fascism or the Institute of Pacific Relations;* Copies 
of a letter were directed to the case files in the event it 
should become desirable to review this information in the future 
or to question BENTLEY concerning individuals with whom she may 
have come in contact in those organizations.

During the review of the book, it became apparent 
that Miss BENTLEY had used fictitious names for several 
individuals mentioned therein. Leads were set out to interview 
Miss BENTLEY to obtain the correct name. In one or two instances 
she stated she had used fictitious designations because she was 
unable to recall the correct name. In several instances, however, 
she furnished the correct name and appropriate channelization 
of this information has been made to case files. 

In reviewingthe book it was found necessary to 
prepare an index of "Out of Bondage," copies of which have been 
made available to the Bureau, New York, New Orleans, and Washington 
Field. 





An index of the report containing BENTLEY 1 S signed 
statement was also prepared and forwarded as amended pages to the 
report to the Bureau and to offices having copies of this report. 

Inasmuch as there appears to be no further action 
necessary in this matter, this case is being closed.

v Elisabeth Bentley was the guest on "Meet the Press" 

panel on Sunday■evening, December 6, 1953. The Moderator was 
Lawrence Spivak and the panel was made up of R* Wilson, 

R» Brant, J. Madigan and R* Riggs • 

Miss Bentley conducted herself very well, was very 
conservative in her answers and refused to be trapped by leading 
questions . For the most part, she pleaded ignorance to questions 
on the basis that she did not have any notes with her and that 

I she had appeared before so many committees that she could not 
answer the questions intelligently without referring to her notes . 
The FBI was injected only casually and her remarks concerning the 
Bureau were commendatory . 

The first question put to Miss Bentley was did she 
have any personal knowledge of persons still in Government whom 
she knows to be spies. She refused to answer this question 
directly but did state that she was told there was two other 
rings operating in Washington in addition to the one in which 
she operated and she presumed the other two were still operating • 
She stated she had given o 11 information that she was aware of 
to the Bureau • 

She was then reminded that she had testified in 1951 
' that Lester Pearson of Canada had been used by the Communists . 

She stated she did not recall this particular testimony and 
would not be questioned on this point * 

She was asked what she thought of creating a commission 
to quietly investigate subversives in Government rather than have 
three or four congressional committees doing it with great fanfare* 
She replied she had not thought about it, although from a witness's 
point of view it would be much more desirable to appear before one 
group rather than a number of them . 

She was asked what she thought of Igor Guzenko's 
proposal to make attractive offers to spies to induce them to 
come over to the democratic countries, much as Canada had done for 
him • She said she didn't know but it might be a good idea . 

She was asked if she was given any inducements to talk 
by the FBI when she initially contacted the Bureau in 1945 . She 
said no, that she was motivated by purely idealistic motives and 
if the FBI had come to her with inducements she probably would have 
resented it and not talked • 
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1 .1 She was asked if she would change her original 

\testimony today and she said no, she would not . She was also 
j d*ked if she had given congressional committees all the testimony 
in her possession and she stated she was not sure, that she 
only responded to questions and she didn't believe the congressional 
committees had asked her about all persons involved. She stated 
she had given all information available to her to the FBI. 

She was asked if she knew of any^pgrsons still engaged 
in espionage that she had not named publicodJ.y. She said there 
probably were and that she still believes espionage is going on 

I in America. She was asked where and she said probably in the 
Intelligence Services, State and Commerce Departments. 

The questions then turned to the Harry Dexter White case 
and Miss Bentley was asked if there was enough evidence in 1945 
to proue him a spy. She questioned whether the panel meant • 
personal knowledge on her part or evidence which would be admissible 
in court. She stated she was personally convinced he was a spy 
even though she had not met him personally and knew he was part of 
the Silvermaster Ring because Silvermaster had personally told her. 

She was asked if any of the persons named by her had 
\been sentenced to prison and she said yes, and named Remington 
land Abe Brothman. 

She was questioned as to why no legal action had been 
taken against Silvermaster, Perlo, Ullman and the others she had 
named. Miss Bentley stated she did not know, that she was not a 
| lawyer but understood that it was very difficult to legally prove 
le3pionaye« She was asked if she thought the case against them would 
16e stronger if wire tapping evidence were legal and she stated that 
she didn't believe so because her groups were too scared of 
telephones and when they did use them they only talked in code > 
which would not mean much to a monitor. 

She was asked how she had gotten away with her espionage 
activities for so long - were her groups so clever or were the 
American people so stupid. She replied that she thought it was a 
combination of both, that the American people were trusting and 
that at the time Russia was our ally. 

The questions then returned to Harry Dexter White 
and Mias Bentley was asked would the Communists have known of 
surveillance placed on them as Truman inferred in his speech. 

She stated while some of them might have known it, it would 
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I gfobably have never come to her attention. 

o 

She was then asked what the FBI thought when she 
originally went to them in 1945 and would they believe her. 

She stated she did not know, that they were very courteous 
but noncommittal. She was asked if their faces didn't betray 
some of their feelings regarding her story and she said no, 
that FBI Agents were well trained and had poker faces and gave 
no indication to her what they thought of her story. She did 
•• say that Agents told her a month after her initial visit to the 
Bureau in New Haven, Connecticut, that the story she told had 
been double checked carefully and her allegations verified. 

Miss Bentley showed the most emotion when one of the 
panel used the word "informer" in regard to her. She said she 
resented thi3 word very much, that she and others like her were 
only doing their civic duty and she did not consider herself a 
"tattle tale 

She was asked what made her finally see the light and 
she stated she got good and mad when her superiors t r i e $ e $Q 
bribe her and tie her down. She explained that she had/working 
out of idealistic motives but they tried to involve her by 
offering her fur coats, money and other material things which 
was a favorite trick to involve individuals. 

She was asked why she was in Washington, was it to 
' appear before other hearings and she said no, she was in town 
only to appear on the program. 

She was then asked did she think any brakes were put 
on her information by the Truman regime. She refused to answer 
this question and stated she did not want to get into politics • 

She was then asked how .well she knew Earl Browder and she 
stated she worked closely with him and reported to him from 
1942, when her immediate superior died, until 1946. She stated 
she believes Browder knows a great deal concerning Soviet espionage 
and that as head of the Communist Party at the time furnished 
Agents for Soviet espionage, covers for their work, and did other 
odd jobs. She said she believed he had important information today. 

She was asked what concrete evidence did she turn over 
to the FBI in 1945, namely, did she have any documents or other 
pieces of evidence. She stated no, it was merely her story, 

Ifcer memory of meetings, of people she had worked with and documents 
I that had passed through her hands. She was asked if she handled 
the currency plates which were turned over to Bussia and she stated 
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ns, she only handled samples of the money they would make but 
me prints were turned ouer legally by the Government •

She was asked if her life had been threatened and 
\ she said yes, many times . She was asked if she was actively engaged 
in anti-‘Communist work now and said no, she was teaching, lecturing 
I and trying to awaken the American people * 

In conclusion she was asked what advice she would 
give the spies working for Soviet Russia today and she stated 
('she would tell them to break with the Soviets and go to the FBI 
I*with their information •

There are Attached hereto a considerable number of clippings 
which in 3umnary reflect that WHEELER wrote a letter to ’’The Sequin 
Press”, which is a weekly newspaper, which was published in the 
November 26, 1953# issue, end a similar letter almost identical to 
the "Port Angeles Evening News”, which was published on Wednesday, 
December 2# 1953* The article by NHEEUER to the two papers, copies 
of which are attached, is a tirade against the HARRY DEXTER WHITE 
publicity with 0 view to the fact that since he has been maligned 
throughout the country he la asking apace in these two newspapers, 
where he. lives, to defend him3elf. The language of the letters is 
intemperate end is so wild that Editor C. H, WEBSTER advises me 
that they published the whole content of the letters as speaking 
for themselves in evading the point and trying to throw a smoke „ 
screen, I went to Port Angeles and talked with WEBSTER, who advices 
me that he felt very strongly about the oituation not only due to his 
position and the character of WHEELER but also due to the fact that 
they both were graduates of Reed College, which clarifies WEBSTSR*s 
comments concerning the, article, which are also attached* 


As c result of WEBSTER*e solidifying hie thinking in connec¬ 
tion with the situation plus the fact that WHEELER was then in San 
FRancisco where he had refused to testify to the ,! sixty-four dollar 
question”, as WEBSTER puts it, he made it available to the Associated 
Press expecting that it would backfire on WHEELER and possibly provide 
a libel suit basis for ELIZABETH ^BENTLEY to sue WHEELER for defamation 
of character. 


As the Bureau undoubtedly would be aware, these two news¬ 
papers ore very, very small in size due to their communities,and 
X did not feel that I should comment concerning WHEELER 1 s letter 
since apparently Mr. WEBSTER had it all net up 03 to how it should 
be handled and hod stat'd that the whole community knows of the 
situation. Ao an example of this, WEBSTER cited the point that there 
is another family, wholly innocent, named WHEELER vjho also live in 
Sequlm who have had to take the trouble to advise everybody in 
Sequlm and Port Angelea that there is no connection of their family 
with the subject, inasmuch as they are receiving considerable abune 
and derision by the public, the stores, etc., in these two placec 
because they think this is the subjects family.

Mr. WEBSTER stotec that he Intends to pursue this matter

On December 6, 1953, Elizabeth Bentley appeared on. Vie 
television show, "Beet the Press." Larry Syivak was moderator, and the 
foil ov/in,; comprised tin- questioning: panel: Lie hard .Yilson, Co.vles 
Publications; Payinond j.randt, St. Louis lest Dispatch; John l.adi^an, 
licBrst publications; Jicbort pi_ c, T,ouisville Courier Journal. 
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Mr. Spivak introduced Miss Bentley as a former Soviet 
t spy and courier. He then read the Director’s comments about 
.j aIIss Bentley’s reliability and accuracy as given by the Director 
ft in his testimony before the Jenner Committee on November 17, 1953. 

Miss Bentley then declined to answer a question as to whether 
or not she had personal knowledge that any U* S. Government employees 
were now spying for Russia. She stated that she had given all her 
information to the FBI. She was asked if she recalled testifying 
in August, 1951, that Lester Pearson (Canadian Secretary of State 
for External Affairs) had been used by a Communist spy ring* Miss 
Bentley said that she could not remember all the testimony she gave 
before comunittees and coula not comment on the Pearson questioning 
unless she had an opportunity to review her testimony. In answer 
to another question liiss Bentley said that she did not know if the 
FBI knew of her activities before she confessed to the FBI in 
1945. She said she was rot induced to break from her espionage activities 
by the HI. Che pointed out that the Russians had tried to bribe her* 
and this was the deciding factor in her break. She intimated that her 
idealism was shattered by the monetary offering. 

Miss Bentley declared that she has no reason to now- 
change any testimony that she has given previously. 

In connection with the Harry Dexter White case she said that 
she had never n.et White, pursuant to his wish, but she saw material 
that he passed and she was told by Silvermaster that White was part 
of his group. 

Miss Bentley was asked if she was under suspicion during 
the years that she was involved in Soviet espiorage and she advised 
iir. Spivak that he would have to ask the Director that question* 

Spivak then asked about Earl Browder and Bentley replied that Browder 
knew a gread deal about the Communist conspiracy in the United States. 

In answer to a question from Mr. Wilson as to what action she 
would recommend to people who are involved in espionage and who are on 
the verge of breaking, Miss Bentley suggested that such individuals 
should go to the FBI where they would be well treated* 

Miss Bentley was asked a number of questions in which her 
opinions were solicited and any responses she made would necessarily 
be conjectural.

As I look back upon this turbulent, terrible, misguided i 
phase of my life, even I find.it hard to believe how important :

that led directly to Moscow. 

I recall how on one occasion, the very tone of interna¬ 
tional relations between the United States and Russia was 
aflooted by my underground work. It was during World War 
II,When the United States was supplying the sinews of avar 
an* astronomical sums of money to the Russians.

Elizabeth Bentley, former top-ranking courier for the Soviet 
espionage nctwotk in the U. S,, here tells of her contact within the 
White House itself. In this third article of an exclusive six-part 
series, she tells how this contact saved an ace spy from detection.

The Communists will not and 
cannot abandon Hie. espionage 
arm of their global struggle be¬ 
cause some of Its activities have 
been exposed and documented.

MV FIRST SOVIET superior. 
When I began my assignment 
as courier lor (lie Washington 
spy rings, was Jacob Ciolos. llim 
1 knew best of all. lie belonged 
tn what 1 would call tho “old 
school” of espionage chiefs, 
which operated on the theory 
that its agents were people dedi¬ 
cated to certain beliefs which 
alone were suffieirnt motivation 
for their ads. 

But when I was assigned to 
the Soviet superiors who sue- 
reeded <»olos. 1 collided with a 
‘■new school" of spy chiefs. 
These were men who treated 
tl»e American agents with con¬ 
tempt amt arrogance. They 
were Hie men who sought to 
enmesh Hie agents and the 
spy groups they controlled with 
rewards of money, gifts, high 
living and Soviet, honors. 

I local I how forcibly Hi is was 
brought home to me when T was 
taken over by the Inst Soviet 
representative "with whom 1 was 
1^ contact before I broke loose 
from the ties that held me to the 
conspiracy. I had known him 
onlv by ins code name “Ah"

\ ONLY I.ATE11, much later, did 
1 discover that he was Analol 
fj^omnv. First Secretary of Hie 
Russian Embassy, who, according 


to the findings of the FBI, load

called to Moscow in July. 1944 
“Al" Importuned me endless¬ 
ly to a crept money for my 
courier work. The very 1 houghl 
revolted me. I hfni joined the 
Communist Parly on ideologi¬ 
cal grounds. 1 had undertaken 
my espionage ring assignment 
under (lotos as part of a dedi¬ 
cated service to what I though 1 
was a nolde sacrifice for Com¬ 
munist ideals. 

However, at the time I had 
already told my story to the FBI 
and, acting on their instructions. 
I accepted the $2,000 “Al" pressed 
on me. As soon as I could, I 
turned the money over to the 
FBI. 1 remember the astonish¬ 
ment of the FBI agent who 
counted the money before slow¬ 
ing it away In an envelope.

“THE RUSSIANS must he 
well-heeled to pass it out as 
casually as this," he said won¬ 
dering ly. 

Another time, when I was 
dining with “Al" in Washing¬ 
ton, tie suddenly sat erect, a.s 
sinned Ids most official man¬ 
lier and solemnly announced 
that he was about to present 
me with a high honor. The 
Supreme Prcdiuni of the Soviet 
Union, he said, had awarded 
me one of its highest decora¬ 
tions, the Order of the lted 
Star. 

It is difficult for me to express 
Ihe revulsion I felt at the an¬ 
nouncement. T had already been 
shaken by grave doubts about the 
purposes of Ihe Communist move¬ 
ment and the pattern of its pur¬ 
poses was beginning to cut 
ihrmigh the ideological miasma 
in which T had been imprisoned. 
This obvious attempt to pay off 
and buy the services I had will¬ 
ingly performed for what I had 
believed was the “good fight" was 
horrifying. 

Bui I dated not lei "Al" suspect 
any of this. As quickly as I could. 
T ended our meeting and fled, 
wondering desperately if Ihrrc 
was a way out. I was to find 
the way later.

A bureau 
man listened noncommittally to 
a brief outline of what I had to 
tell, thanked me for coming and 
said I would be told shortly what 
to do next. 

White the FBI did Us own

I were concerned—I hoped—I 
was still a member of the ap¬ 
paratus. It was a wearing, 
nerve-wracking role. Grimly, I 
fought lo keep myself under 
rout rut. 

Finally, the word front the FBI 
came. 1 was lo go to the U.S. 
Court House at Foley Square and 
thor<* an FBI agent would meet 
mo. I recall my fright and despair 
ns I walked down the long, end- 
Jess corridors of the building ac¬ 
companied by Iho agent. With 
every step, I fell I was walking 
deeper into a dungeon from which 
I would never emerge. 

* # * 

NOT KNOWING what to ex¬ 
pect, I was amn/.cd at the cour¬ 
tesy and kindness of the FBI 
men. so startling a contrast from 
tho harshness and arrogance of 
the Russian secret police agents. 
I recited in detail the. history of 
my years in the Communist move¬ 
ment and in the spy underground 
and was advised to continue my 
con taels under FBI supervision. 
The unmasking of the gi- 
gunlic conspiracy got under 
way. I supplied the FBI with 
the gaps in the vast amount 
of information the bureau itself 
had compiled. 

Then, in June, 1917, the grand 
Jury probing Communist activ¬ 
ities and espionage began their 
deliberations and I spent many 
months (oslifying before that 
group. After a while, 1 lost con¬ 
flict completely with Ihe espio- 
m.go apparatus and the Soviet 
agents, apparently aware of what 
I was doing, made no effort to 
get in touch with me. 

THE 10Id.OWING YEAR, I 



received subpenaes from C< n- 
grcssional investigating bodes 
and I repeated iny story to then. 
Two armed guards were assigned 
to me around tho dork. Strangely 
enough, I had by this time lost 
all fear of Communist reprisal. 
Things were happening too fast. 
Fortunately, I had no time to 
worry about my personal safety.

IN 1919 and 1950, I taught po¬ 
litical science at Mundelein Col¬ 
lege in Chicago.

In several 
Instances, examination of the manuscript of the book vhloh Kiss 
BENTLEY has made available has resulted in the obtaining of the 
correct identity of the individual mentioned* However, in other 
instances. It was not possible to ascertain the exact Identity of

In order that the identity of persons so mentioned moy be 
clarified in order that proper action may be taken by the NYO, 
the following Information is being set out and New Orleans la 
being requested to oontaot Kiss BENTLEY to obtain the indicated 
clarification: 


On Pages 41, 42 and 43 of the book, she refers to an 
"advanced student - who I shall eall Edwin • at Union Theological 
Seminary 11 to whom she had been introduced bj/ one ARNOLD PATCH. 

The purpose of this introduction was to enable BEKTLiiY to co-sign 
ELWIN’S application In the Party. She further mentioned that 
EDWIN had discussed his proepectlve CP membership with Lr. HARRY 
WAR-, who, according to El WIN, had appeared to give his approval 
to EDWIN’S action In joining the CP. In her manuscript, this 
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student was originally celled HAYDEN, then changed by penciled 
notes to "HAflltX SCHULF.fi/ 1 Hies BO ILL if ihould bo eeked if »h© 
recalls the correct name of this individual and for any other

Also on Page 1*3# ahe refers to two other students 
at Union Theological Seminary who also joined the CP, their 
applications for Party membership having been«igned by her* 
One of these individuals was referred to by her as a "pro- 
spective preacher who, like EDV/IN, had not yet been ordained." 
New Orleans should question hiss BiNTLhY to ascertain whether 
or not she can furnish other information concerning this 
individual* 


The other reorult mentioned in this regard was 
referred to by her as follows: 

"The other was a Minister who had been doing 
missionary work in Japan for several years and had returned 
to the U*L. to take a few refresher courses.” 

She goes on to state that she was worried about this 
person joining the CP inasmuch as he expected to return to 
Japan and ahe knew that the CP was illegal in that country. 

She should be asked to furnish any descriptive or other data 
in her possession concerning this person* 

On Page 190 of her book she refers to "reports from 
Yasha's (JACO^ GOLDS 1 ) undercover men in the Amtorg Corporation* 1 
which she said dealt with shady business transactions that 
were sabotaging the Soviet ’*ar effort. Miss SI NT LILY should be 
asked if ahe has any other information regarding the identity 
of GOLDS 1 contact in Amtorg. 

On Pages 73 and 71*# Kies BENTLEY refers to "Comrade 
C" who accompanied her to the residence of JULI1T STUART 
POYNTZ GLAZLfi. Comrade C is referred to in the text as "a 
representative of the Harlem Section of the CP." Hiss PENTLxY 
qhould be asked to identify "Comrade C n and furnish such 
^hcr information that she may recall concerning this indl vidual 

On Pages 31*, 36 and 36# Miss BENTLEY referred to a 
woman, "Comrade H" who was employed by the Home Relief Bureau 
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in New York City end to whom Kiss BENTLEY was referred upon 
her transfer from the Columbia University Unit of the CP to 
the Harlem Section. Examination of Mina BL.NILEY’S manuscript 
reflects this name a a Comrade HARDISON * Then this vaa deleted 
and the nano Comrade BUNT wee penciled In. Miss PDilLLY 
should be requested to furnish further identifying information 
concerning "Comrade K". . 

On Pages 59# 60, 61, 62 and 64, Mias BfNTLDY referred 
to a "Comrade LANr", member of the Columbia University CP 
Unit who was subjected to Party discipline and whom she later 
observed in the oompany of JULIET POYNTZ GLALfcE.

Re was offered a Colonelcy in the Army but, possibly 
fearing a court-martial 1f he were found out, he refused to 
accent it, remaining a civilian employee. His caution drove 
him to insist that Gh EG (ri LVi j .nKAMRR) go up to hew York 
and deliver the material to the Russians there, in the 
strange belief that that would be a safer procedure. 1 ' 


In BENTLIY's first statement to the Bureau dated 
11/8/45j she stated in regard to f.ILVERMAH s 

He looks as though he were scared of his shadow. He 
Is Jumny. He is one of those people they have trouble with, 
they tell me, because ho pete scared. He io an ole Communist 
Party member. I believe he nus been at least fifteen cr twenty 
years in the movement.

He savr F.B.T . men 
behind every bush, and he would arrive at an appointment 
dripping with cold sweGt, yet somehow - I could never figure out 
how - he kept on going. Periodically he would threaten to 
resign, and wearily the SILVERN AST] RS would invite .him over 
for a meal of his favorite broiled lobster. Then, when 
he was well fed and at peace with the world, they would argue 
him into continuing", ” 

In BENTLEY 1 s statement to the Bureau dated H/}0/k5 ', she 
advised that f TT.VKKMAN was at the STT.VE.hi A< t T* HP home very 
often, and after being assigned to the Pentagon he began 
to bring documents to the PIT VI* RM X' TEH home. 

She stated that in the late summer of 3 9i]3i a steadily 
increasing volume of material was be!nr obtained by 
UT.LKAN and fit .VKRI!

From the above 1 t apr.ears that L-INTIEY in most 
instances has furnisned the Bureau witii substentl ally tiie same 
information as contained In her book, although it is noted she 
has expanded upon and colored the material. 

BT-NTLEY * s statements "That he whs giving information 
. to the Russian Tecret Police gave him the ,1'tters, and that he 
insisted BILVEHMAfTER go up to New York and deliver the 
material to the Russians there", appears in complete variance 
with her statements to the Bureau that she believed fJLVERKAN 
was under the impression the information he gave was being 
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furnicjicv. verbally by ETTA rKUAfTER to BROVJULd. 

It also does no l appear that BlflfVY bus advised

Reference New York let 12/14/53 requesting New Haven 
compare the information supplied by ELIZABETH BENTLEY 
in her statements to the Bureau with information set 
forth in her book "Out of Bondage," to determine whether 
any conflict exists and whether all material set forth 
in the book has been furnished the Bureau. The pertinent 
passages with respect to the subject were set forth on 
pages 193 * 195 * 203 , 212 and 258 of the book, which 
pages were furnished as an enclosure to referenced letter. 

BENTLEY’S statement of November 30, 194*3 to agents of 
the New York Office is not available in the flle3 of the 
New Haven Office. The pertinent portion thereof i 3 
set forth in the summary report in the captioned case 
dated November 9 , 1933 at New York. A comparison of 
this excerpt with pertinent passages in the book reveal 
no specific conflict. However, two items are referred to 
in the book which do not appear to have been fully ex¬ 
plored in BENTLEY’S statements to agents as revealed in 
the New Haven file: the first being the assertion on page 
193 of the book that MILDRED (COY) was "the organizer 
of the Communist unit which functioned in the Institute 
of Pacific Relations..." It is felt that Miss BENTLEY 
may be able to furnish added detail on this unit, such as 
the makeup of its membership, its leadership, its use in 
information gathering on behalf of Soviet networks or by 
the CP, USA. 

"Out of Bondage" indicates that MILDRED PRICE served as 
a talent spotter for G0L0S’ network (p. 203). The New 
Haven file on the subject reflects only one recruitment 
by the network on the basis of MILDRED PRICE COY's * 

suggestions—MICHAEL GREENBERG. It is felt BENTLEY 
should be specifically questioned as to whether others 
were attempted on the basis of the subject’s talent spotting. 


New Orleans Is requested to reinterview Miss BENTLEY with 
respect to the above two items at an early date.

In a memorandum dated 10/?/54 from Assistant;Attorney 
General Tompkins it is pointed out that in taking testimony 
from, persons named by Elizabeth Bentley before Federal grand 
~Juries (seeking a person who will testify after being granted 
immunity), there has arisen certain discrepancies between 
Bentley’s statement and statements made by several of the 
subjects under oath . Tompkins requests the Bureau tc arrange 
for an appointment with Bentley for two Departmental attorneys 
in order to resolve these points * Ve do not know the nature of 
the discrepancies referred to, although we have been furnished 
by the Department the Grand Jury testimony of itilliam H. Taylor, 
taJio appeared 9/20/54 .

Since then she has been cooperating with that agency and 
others who have heeo fighting to do awsy with Red subversion in America. 

Hera 1* ao heroic saga. For even yet* in the dead of night* the phone will 
ring and at the other end of tha line Kiss Bentley will hear the sound of heavy 
breathing ... that it all. She has been subjected to the most gruelling type of 
cruelty* end Is, of course* subject to constant suspicion. 

Kiss Bentley*s character is now shown in even sharper contrast sines the self- 
styled liar* Harvey Katusov* has reverted to type. Katusow, it will be reaenberad,

So Katujov 
is back with his own. ft* will be best reriSte-

Robert Morris called from New York. Elizabeth Bentley 
saw him yesterday. The Internal Revenue levied on her bank account in 
New Orleans and tied up her total savings which consisted of $287.00. 
Morris had previously talked to William Rogers about this and accordingly 
called Rogers again today. Rogers thought the matter had been taken 
care of as he had talked to the General Counsel of Internal Revenue. 

Morris told him that Elizabeth Bentley was fighting mad over the treatment 
which was rather summary and a chance was not given to work the matter 
out on a long-range basis; that the income tax now being claimed grew out 
of her reporting income over a two or three year period on the advice of 
counsel whereas the Treasury has ruled the income should be reported in 
[one year. Morris told Rogers that the country owes a great deal to 
Bentley; that she had done more to focus attention on Communists in the 
government than anyone else other than Whittaker Chambers and that in her 
present frame of mind she wanted to make a .public statement. Rogers told 
Morris to keep her quiet, that he would contact Internal Revenue and see 
what could be worked out.

Tou may recall that Judge Robert Morris on 5/19/55 
informed Ur a Michols that the Internal Revenue Service had 
delivered an ultimatum to Elizabeth Bentley that unless she 
pays }1800 in income taxes they will institute proceedings 
against her. Ihis is income from Bentley's book which she 
spread over a 3-4-years 9 period, and the Internal Revenue 
Service has ruled against her. We directed a letter to the 
Attorney General with a copy to AAG Tompkins re tftts matter 
on 5/24/55. 


Bentley, who is now in Madison, Connecticut , 
tele phonic ally contacted Supervisor R.J. Lamphe re on the 
evening of 6/7/55 and said she had just learned her bank account 
in Louisiana had been attached by Internal Revenue Service on 
6/2/55. Bentley was very much disturbed over this matter. She 
was emotional and demanded immediate steps be taken in her 
behalf. It was necessary to rather forcefully bring to her 
attention that this matter was one outside the Bureau's juris- 
diction and the only step we would consider taking would be to 
bring the facts to the attention of the Dept. of - Justice. She/ • 
made reference to the Long political machine in Louisiana and w 
to the fact she felt Internal Revenue Service in Louisiana was 
possibly part of this clique. She alluded to the fact that 
President Eisenhower was allowed to spread the tncome from his 
* book ovsr a period of years. She indicated she was considering 
calling in the newspaper repor ters and giving them the story. 

It was suggested to her that it might be in her interest, before 
taking pny aotion, to contact her attorney. She said she fad 
been trying to reach Judge Robert Morris in ETC, who has promised

DETAILS* 



The following represent* the comments Bentley mad 
on various of the charges contained in the brief filed by 
William Henry Taylor before the International Organisations 
Employees Loyalty Board on 3/38/55* 

Bentley Claimed Soviets Interested in RBX. 

Taylor oharged Bentley testified in 1949 that the 
Soviets sought information and were interested in RBI. Taylor 
claims Bentley probably lifted this story from the newspapers 
as there was nothing secret about RLX. 

Bentley states her only answer to tfcio <0 that she 
uao requested to obtain information on RDX. 2hio indicated 
to her that the Soviets were interested in this information. 

Na-bionolitu Origin of U.S. government Offictala. 

It is oharged that in 1949 Bentley testified some 
40 to SO people who worked for the U.S m Government were giving 
her information. She said practically all of these people were 
Communists and all were native-born citizens except two, the 
Silvermastars. Taylor charges ten persons named by Bentley 
were not native-born Americans. 

Bentley states that she may have been slightly 
inconsistent on this point , but said when she testified she 
had not been thinking of persons such as Lauchltn Currie and 
Solomon Greenberg as naturalised citizens when she made the 
statement. She claimed she had not Jknoton that Htlliam Taylor 
was not native-born. 

Jhe Oyakimian Jftotoorapft. 

In her book, Bentley wrote that in Hay, 1941 $ Golos 
Showed'her an article and a photograph in the "Hew Tork Times" 
which stated a Russian engineer by the name of Ovakimtan had 
been charged by the FBI with espionage. Taylor points out the 
"Hew Tork Times" did not contain a photograph of Ovakimtan and, 
as a matter of fact , our check with other Hew Tork newspapers 
has failed to reflect any photograph of Ovakimian appeared in 
the press. ±

Bentley testified before a Senate committee in 1949 
that ehe received information from Ullmann on B-39*e • At one 
point, ehe \oae asked whether ehe received information on the 
Doolittle raid and ehe said, "Tee,” and the information was 
obtained from Ullmann, 


Bentley at first claimed ehe did not understand what 

I charge was being made here and when it was pointed out to her 
that the Doolittle raid occurred in April, 1942, and was made 
with B-25'e and not toitfi 3-29*s, she pointed out that any error 
made by her in this instance was caused by the questioning and 
that she had been talking about B-29*s and raids made in the 
tbcific with B-39*s and when one of the questioners spoke of 
the Doolittle raid, ehe must have assumed that it was a B-29 raid,

FBI her story in New Baven on B/21/45 or B/22/45 and yet the 
FBI has given thta data as 11/7/45 • Thy lor claims thta makes 
a great deal of difference inasmuch as Bentley had a meeting 
with Anatole Gromov 10/17/45 and she has claimed thta was 
under Instructions of the FBI m 

I . Bentley claims she is right on this potnt . She atatea 
she went in to the New Baven office in August, 1945, and told 
an agent about Feter Seller, a man she suspected might be an 
FBI agent* She aaid the agent to whom she talked was moot 
noncommittal and, accordingly, she dtd not furntsh him any 
detailed information . The agent did tell her the matter would 
be referred to the NT offioe and, after a lapse of some time

Taylor claimed Bentley in 1943 said they did not 
have courses at Columbia Untv • on American Government.

Miss BENTLEY stated that she was notified by the Internal Revenue 
Bureau in about 1952 that she had not fully paid income taxes for 
the year 1951 and owed approximately 03,700. She took this claim 
.up with her attorney, ROBERT MORRIS, former counsel for the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities, now located in New York City. 

He advised her that the claim would be taken care of and that she 
should sit tight. The following year, a similar demand wa3 submitted 
by the Internal Revenue Service and 3he received the same advice 
from her attorney. Several weeks ago, a representative of the 
Internal Revenue Service came to her at Lafayette, Louisiana and 
demanded a list of her assets. She advised him that she wa 3 unable ‘ 
to supply same as her assets were located in Connecticut and that 
this claim was being handled by her attorney in New York City. She 
requested that tho Internal Revenue Sorvice representative contact 


her attorney but, according to Miss BENTLEY, this agent was very 
rude*/ curt and antagoj^istiglJ *©ie advised lira that she* was in the 
midst of rina^TliAaJidnations at "the cchoo.1 in which she wao teaching and 
had no time to get the required inforuation^or^to ^etjtihe necessary funds 
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. Miss BE2JTLEY then departed from Lafayette, Louisiana driving North t » 
with an elderly wsman. After stopping in Washington, D.C. to notify 
FBI representatives of her tax situation, she arrived in North Madison, 
Connecticut to find that several check3 she had written on her account 
in Louisiana had been returned by the bank, She was notified by her 
bank, the Bank of Sunset and Trust Company under date of June 2, 1955 
.that her.account had been charged in the amount of $2o0.76 (her balance) 

-and funds delivered to the Director of Internal Revenue as per notice 
of levy served, on the bank that.date. • She was furnished with a copy * 
of the levy by the Internal Revenue Service dated June 2, 1955 signed 
by the District Director of Internal Revenue and the Senior Collection 
Officer (Form 668-A Rev. 1-55)* 

KiS3 BLUTLET advised that the action of the Internal Revenue Service lias • 
placed her in a most embarrassing position, not only from the standpoint 
of depriving her of her subsistence during the forthcoming summer months 
but making it almost impossible to return to Louisiana to resume teaching 
next Fall. She stated that the fact that the levy on her funds vra.3 made 
.public, to the newspapers has damaged her reputation in the vicinity of her 
employment.' 

Interviewing Agents advised Kis3 BENTLEY that her tax problems was 
a matter between her and the Internal Revenue Service and should be 
worked out by her and her attorney. She understood the Bureau^ position 
. in this situation, but stated that she feels that the attack on her through 
her income tax records has been inspired and directed by some person in 
. the Treasury Department in an effort to eliminate her permanently as a 
potential government witness. She spoke of the HARRY DEXTER T :JHIT£ case 
as being of great concern to the present Administration and of her importance 
as a witness in this case. She alluded to the WILLIAM HENRY TAYLOR case 
a3 one receiving current Administration attention and she feels that 
someone in the Treasury Department who is in sympatliy with TAYLUR is out 
to get her. 

Kiss BEUTLEY stated that if she is not protected by Government in her 
present tax situation, she will be forced to ,r blow tho lid off the 
Administration”. She remarked that she had never wrongfully intended to 
defraud the government out of taxes due it, but had put her financial records 
annually in tho hands of an accountant who assured her that he knew what 
he was doing. She is willing to settle with the government and pay what 
taxes are actually due, but she strongly objects to high-handed methods 
in seizing her meager funds to prevent her from existing.

Morris stated that William Rogers 
had told him that he would call Andrews; that everything had been worked out and 
that he could act as an intermediary. However, when Morris got ahold of Andrews, 
Andrews spoke as if the Bentley case was news to him; that the first he had heard 
of the Bentley case was when he spoke to George Sokolsky earlier in the week; that 
he had checked Internal Revenue and there was no record of intervention. Before 
Morris could even carry on negotiations with the Internal Revenue, it would be 
necessary for him to have power of attorney which would be a matter o£jrecord^ 
in Internal Revenue.

While talking to William Rogers on other matters on the 
, .afternoon of June 27, 1955, he brought up the Bentley matter with me. He 

stated that when Bentley's income tax problems were first called to his attention, 
he had talked to David Kendall, General Counsel of the Treasury Department, 

I as he felt this would be more fitting and proper than to go directly to Andrews; 
and apparently Andrews was piqued over not being approached directly. 1 told 
Rogers that it was our understanding that Elizabeth Bentley had been notified 
last Fjfcbay that she was to lose her job at the Convent in Louisiana, and that 
she had been requested on the same day to appear and give testimony in the 
William Henry Taylor case before the United lotions* Loyalty Hearing Board;

Relative to the New York Post article above mentioned, BENTLEY 
stated that in April of 1955 she received a phone call from an 
unidentified individual stating that he was with the New York 
Post and asked her if she was acquainted with the detailed 
analysis of her testimony and writings mode by TAYLOR*s counsol. 
BENTLEY advised this person that she knew of such a thing but 
had no opportunity to study it. She stated that the New York 
Post person then asked her if she would testify if subpoemed 
and she replied that any American citizen who was subpoemfed 
would appear and testify as a matter of course.

Subsequent to furnishing the above information on the norning of 
June 2li, 195£, Miss BENTLEY telephonic ally contacted SA DUCIBELLA 
at the New Haven Office at 2:25 P.M., and adviced that she had 
just received a letter from the Mother Superior of the College 
of the Sacred Heart, advising her that the school was forced to 
drop her from the faculty because of the adverse publicity resulting 
to BENTLEY'S and the school's reputation by the newspaper publicity 
bf the Federal Governments filing a tax levy against her for failure 
to pay 1951 taxes. The letter pointed out that while the school 
officials had complete faith in BENTLEY'S sincerity and the honesty 
of her position that it was in a precarious financial condition and 
that it was unable to take the risk of continuing her on the faculty 
in view of the many adverse criticisms already received resulting 
from the above newspaper publicy. The letter included an AP dispatch 
from a local newspaper relative to this tax matter. 

BENTIEY pointed out that this tax situation has resulted in her being 
deprived of what little funds she has had and now has resulted in the 
loss of her job. BENTLEY again noted that the actions of the Internal 
Revenue Service have placed her in such an embarrassing position as to 
cause her to lose her means of livelihood and that the tax levy on her 
funds has left her penniless. BENTLEY again stated with great emotion 
that if she is not protected by the Government in her present tax 
situation she will be forced to "blow the lid off the Administration" 
and stated that she rould settle for nothing else than a full apology 
from the Internal Revenue Service which should be published in the 
Louisiana papers so as to re-establish her reputation in that area 
so that she could be in a po; ition to seek reinstatement of her college 
teaching position. 

While it was pointed out to ?'iss BENTLEY that this natter vras not within 
the province of the Department of Justice, it was impressed upon Miss 
BETTLEY that she should remain calm and not mate any public irsue of the

David Kendall, the General Counsel of the Treasury Department, had 
.called him on July 5, 1955, to advise that the procedure has now been 
lYvorked out with Internal Revenue for him to proceed in the handling 
llof Elizabeth Bentley's tax difficulties. 
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Apparently the regulations of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau require the third party to have the power of attorney. Morris 
could not function under a power of attorney since he is on the bench. 
Kendall stated, however, that the power of attorney could be limited by 
specific phraseology by pointing out that Morris was acting in a friendly 
way and nc£as a counsel and that his intervention was not pursuant to 
the practice of law. Kendall told him that as soon as he had the power 
of attorney to let him know and to also get in touch with Coleman Andrews.

Judge Robert Morris informed me on Monday that he 
concluded that he could not be named in a power of attorney by 
Elizabeth Bentley to adjudicate the income tax difficulties with 
Internal Revenue since this was prohibited by the Municipal Court 
New York of which he is a member and since he had finally decided 
to take it up with the Judge who told him definitely he could not be 
named in a power of attorney even though he would be actively engaged 
in the practice of law* Morris has now finally worked out an arrangement 
whereby Godfrey Schmidt will file the power of attorney. Morris will 
help out in the negotiations with the Internal Revenue Bureau.

* A review'of the files in this office reveals that I 

SA BUCKLEY prepared a memo dated 11/13/45 captioned, "ELIZABETH 
TERRELL BUCKLEY, was; ET AL; ESPIONAGE-R"• This memo reflects, 
in substance, as follows: 

After several unsuccessful attempts to telephonically 
contact Miss BENTLEY at the phone number she gave, MUrray Hill 
3-9775* phone number of the U.S. Service and Shipping Corp., 

Agent BUCKLEY was able to reach her on 11/6/45 and made an 
appointment to interview her at the NYO, 11/7/45* This memo 
further states at the time this appointment was made Miss BENTLEY 
told Agent BUCKLEY that she was upset and had a great deal on 
her mind and that she was undecided whether she should mention 
the information in her possession to the writer. Agent BUCKLEY 
explained to Miss BENTLEY on the phone that if she had any in¬ 
formation regarding un-American activities this Bureau should 
know about the same and that if she allowed Agent BUCKLEY to 
speak with her.he could possibly offer her some assistance and 
guidance. 

Agent BUCKLEY*s memo of 11/13/45 further reflects that 
on 11/7/45 Miss BENTLEY was interviewed at the NYO. Agent BUCKLEY 
can recall Miss BENTLEY making the remark when she appeared at 
the NYO on 11/7/45 that she was Informed at her office that 
someone had been trying to get in touch with her several times. 

She stated that she was not at her office because she was ill 
with a cold or the flu for a period of time and also she was 
involved In some moving transaction. 

ELIZABETH BENTLEY did come Into the NYO voluntarily 
as a result of Agent BUCKLEY*s phone call invitation. 

The only other information available concerning 
BENTLEY 1 s visit to the NYO on 10/16/45 other than appears in 
former SA ALDRICH*s memo is the memo of Agent BUCKLEY dated 
11/13/45 referred to above. 

Agent BUCKLEY*s memo of 11/13/45# mentioned above, 
further reveals that since Miss BENTLEY appeared at the NYO 
she was persuaded to give information in her possession re¬ 
garding Russian Espionage Activities and she finally consented 
she would explain all the information in her possession to the* 
interviewing agents. As a result a detailed statement was taken 
from Miss BENTLEY concerning Russian Espionage activities in this

July 30th. He subsequently informed me that Kendall could not understand the 
delay, he had talked to the Treasury people and he had been assured that this 
matter would be handled momentarily. 


On August 11th I talked to Minor further. He stated that he would 
take the matter up further with David Kendall. In the meantime, Bob Morris 
and George Sokolsky called me after Elizabeth Bentley had talked to them and 
informed them that Irternal Revenue would not settle unless Elizabeth Bentley 
liquidated all her assets including her house in Madison, Connecticut. Both were 
exercised over this. Bob Morris called me on Friday evening, August 12th, to 
advise that he had been in New York that day and had spoken to Godfrey Schmidt, 
who was representing Elizabeth Bentley. Schmidt informed Morris that the ^ 
situation was not nearly as bad as that represented by Bentley and that in the ( 
conference the statement had been made that there were many difficulties involved 
in working out this settlement; that one of the difficulties was in working out a 
settlement so long as she had a house; however, the Internal Revenue people 
did not make any ultimatum or state as a condition that she would have to divest 
herself of the house; that Schmidt did not feel that this would be necessary and 
that as of the present time the situation was not as bad as that painted by Bentley, 
although it could become that bad in the future; however, Schmidt doubted it. 

* Schmidt is presently preparing new forms to handle this matter and told Morris 
that definitely Bentley has overstated the Internal Revenue situation in his opinion.

On Sunday, August 28th, Elizabeth Bentley called me to 
‘ advise that she is becoming more and more concerned over her personal /z>-y’"* 
plight. She pointed out that she had been in touch with friends at the Sacred Heart 4 I 
Convent at Sunset, Louisiana; that the embarrassment which occurred earlier^it&tfe 
summer when the Internal Revenue Service seized, her bank account has now blown 
over and she is informed that there is considerable good feeling engendered toward 
her and that representations have been made that the issue of patriotism and duty 
entered into her return to the school. She pointed out that the Mother Superior 
had written to her after a representative of theDepartment of Justice had called 
on the Mother Superior to intercede and in short, the Mother Superior told her that 
this was a matter between Elizabeth Bentley and the Mother Superior and that she 
would work that out.

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For purposes of the record* I wish to advise you as 
the details of a visit which I received from a Benjamin Ginzburg on 
Friday, deptenbor 16, 19S'5. Mr- Ginzburg identified himself as Research 
Director for the Subcommittee on Constitutional flights, Senate Committee 
on the Judiciary, and called on me at my office with the Subcomird ttee on 
welfare and region Funds, Boom HOLC Building, 101 Indiana Avenuo, 
N. i*., Washington, D. C. 


According to hr. Ginzburg, the Subcommittee on Consti¬ 
tutional flight 3 in connection with its inquiries is extremely interested 
in KHzabe thM ientl ey and the allegations she has made to various agencies 
and~groups. ~lrd"clalTHed that many contradictions had appeared in charges 
as r?de by Mss Bentley at different times; that the entire loyalty and 
security program as operated in the Government today was initiated by her 
charges; and that if these charges were found to be false the entire pro¬ 
gram would be affected. Ke observed that “it is our understanding that you 
have considerable personal knowledge of Mss Bentley and her allegations." 
It is presumed that by "our'* he referred to the subcommittee staff. Ke 
then “wondered" if I would agree to be interviewed by an attorney on their 
staff, a "kr. Kassey" (phonetic) who “is on loan to the subcommittee from 
the Library of Congress." Kr. Ginzburg went on to state in effect that 
“we have been thinking - and it is still only in the thinking stage - of 
the possibility of having the people upstairs agree to let you come over 
on loan for a month or so to help us in this particular phase of the work." 
At ny request he identified “the people upstairs" as Senator Hennings, 
chairman of hi 9 subcommittee, and Senator Paul Douglas, chairman of the sub¬ 
committee for which I am now working. 


Ginzburg was emphatically informed that any knowledge 
I might have concerning Elizabeth Bentley, other than what I had read in 
news accounts, would have come to me as an Agent of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and not as an individual; that, therefore, I would consider my 
disclosure of any such information to unauthorized parties as being in viola¬ 
tion of the oath I took upon becoming an Agent, as a possible violation of 
law, and as being entirely unethical.

On 1-27-55, Bureau Agents advised Eddy and hjs attorney, 
jByron M. Scott, that the Bureau did noL conduct a search of his office and inquired 
jas to what action Eddy contemplated to retract this false allegation. Eddy and his 
attorney advised they would discuss the matter and would advise the Bureau what 
.action they would take. On 2-15-55, a letter from Eddy was received indicating 
jhe still was not satisfied that his allegation was false. His letter was not acknowledged 
Jby the Bureau and no further action was taken. 

The Security Hearing Board op May 31, 1955, decided the charges 
against Eddy were substantiated but did not constitute grounds for dismissal under 
Executive Order 10450. On June 14, 1955, the Treasury Department dismissed 
*Eddy on grounds of suitability. Congressman Ralph Gwinn contacted Under 
fSecretary of the Treasury W. Randolph Burgess on behalf of Eddy on June 21, 1955. 
jAs a result, Eddy was reinstated and allowed to resign effective June 30,1955. On 
'August 5, 1955, the Civil Service Commission notified the Bureau that the case on 
Eddy resulted in a favorable determination. 

Eddy's main file reflects that he executed a personal history form 
for the Treasury Department which shows he was employed by the Journal of 
Commerce, New York, New York, in 1939, indicating he may have had snme 
writing experience.

My daughters are attending the Cathedral School of St, Mary in 
Garden City, L.l. Bishop James P, De Wolfe resides across the street 
on Cothedrrl Avenue, This is their second year (and last - I am with- 
dro.vlng them), the olde*' girl is in 10th Grade, the younger in Bth 
Grade. 


In January of this year when the F.3.I, Story was being reviewed 
a picture of Elizabeth Bentley appeared in the newspap&ra* She was 
recognized by students as one of the Faculty at the schooll Immediately 
the Dean called a Moss Meeting - asking the students to keep it quiet - 
not to mention it to parents - she (Elizabeth Bentley) was rather like 
a heroine in having given facts to our Government etc.,., My younger 
daughter has her for English, 

Now, as the school has no active P.T.A, - and I'm not a resident 
of Garden City - I have been at a loss kj to what action I should tako. 
Finally, I wrote the Bishop on April lf>th but to date I have received 
only a curl acknowledgment I 

My contention is - the parents of girls who were to be in her 
classes should have been given a chance to vote on whether they wanted 
their daughters subjected to that sort of personality. Certainly she 
has not been an admirable person - she became a stool-pigeon to save 
her own neck - and I repeat - she has been a weak and twisted person¬ 
ality* An a teacher I am not impressed by what my daughter reflects -

On May 26, 1958, TETTLEY was contacted at the highland Heights 
Orphanage at which time she agreed to meet the NY agents on May 28, 
1958, and stated she preferred to see them at the Mew Haven Office. 
Miss BENTLEY displayed a friendly attitude and appeared to be in a 
happy frame of mind because she had just received payment from the 
sale of her home in liadison. 


On the following day, May 27, 1958, Miss BENTLEY appeared at the 
New Haven Office. At the outset she stated that she did not want to 
sec the NY agents the following day, that the had felt for some time 
that she must forget and make a complete break with her past life, 
that she wanted ; o tui]d a new life os a school teacher, that interviews 
with agents, INS end Government committees about her past always served 
\^/ to keep her in a highly nervous state, that she suffered severe headaches 
| from this delving into the past and that she had now definitely decided 

\ that she must put a complete stop to this and go on notice that she was 

no longer available for these inquiries. 



In view of BENTLEY*s recent breakdown considerable time waF spent in 
going over with her the importance of her information in the past and 
the highly important reasons for her continuing to be of assistance in 
matters **here e v e can help.

A review of the leads in these cases reflected that they were pertinent

It was discreetly ascertained that BENTLEY is now teaching English and 
French at Mt. Saint Joseph«s Academy, West Hartford# Conn., and that she ..

With your great interest in juvenile delinquency, you 
might be interested to know that this year I am working in that 
field. I am teaching English in a secondary school run by the 
State of Connecticut for teen-age delinquents (girls). It is, I 
believe, one of the few state institutions modelled some what after 
the pattern of Boys Town in Nebraska; we have no bars, no 
wardens and we attempt to rehabilitate the young through kindly' - 
and understanding discipline. I am very much interested in the 
experiment, because I have come to believe that the best way to 
defeat Communism is to build up good citizens in the coming 
generation. If we can salvage even a few of these outcasts from 
society, we have, I think, helped to contribute to a better America.

_ \ There follows a resume of two incidents which happened to Miss ELIZABETH 

BENTUffy-ione on August 29, 1952, and one on August 30# 1952. 


On the afternoon of August 29, 1952, SAC Joseph Casper of the New Haven 
Office called. He related that he had Just received information from a Connecti¬ 
cut State Trooper that Miss BENTLEY had been arrested for leaving the scene of an 
accident and that she was presently incarcerated at the Westbrook Barracks, Just 
east of Madison, Connecticut. 

> 

It appears that on the afternoon of August 29, 1952, Mies BENTLEY was 
, drivin g La dy ARMSTRONG (vhose identity is known to the Bureau) and two children 
from BENTLEY'S home to the New Haven Railroad Station. £n route she apparently 
became involved in a very slight accident with another automobile. BE1JTLEY claims - 
= that she did not believe she actually hit the automobile being driven by ROSARIO 
XERMARO,'of 24>9 William Street, Middletown, Connecticut. In any event, DERMARO 
swore out ; a complaint against BENTLEY indicating that she had left the scene of 
an accident.’ BENTLEY'S license number was radioed to the Connecticut State Troopers 
and Miss BENTLEY was apprehended while she was returning from New Haven to her 
home in Madison. 


From the story related by the Connecticut State Trooper to SAC Casper, 
,lt appears that BENTLEY first admitted the facts and later denie’d them, and sub¬ 
sequently became somewhat difficult to handle. It also appears that Miss BENTIEY 
intimated in some fashion or other that she had been, or was, working for the FBI. 
ilt was on this latter statement that Miss BENTIEY was allowed to make a phone call 
to the Hew Haven Office. 


This information was telephonically communicated to Assistant Director 
A. H. Belmont, who advised Mr. Casper to inform the New York Office that they were 
to immediately communicate with the United States Attorney, Southern District of 
Hew York, and advise him of the facts in this case, and to also indicate that this 
Bureau intended to take no action with regard to BENTUSY's arrest. 


This Information was immediately relayed to AUSA ROY COHN. COHN ad¬ 
vised that he felt he should do something both for the purpose of getting BENTLEY 
out of jail and attempting to keep the story of her arrest out of the newspapers. 
He felt that this should be done in view of the fact that BENTLEY would appear 


as an important witness in the coming REMINGTON trial. Mr. COHN was again advised 
that this office intended to take noifction in the matter hut that if in his judg¬ 
ment, he felt the United States Alitor Ay's office should take some action, of

V Subsequently Mr. COHN called the Nev York Office and advised that he 
'•'.■■ had gotten a call through to Commissioner EDWARD HICKEY of the Connecticut State 
Police and had Informed the latter that he vas most desirous of having two things 
accomplished—one, to have Miss BENTLEY immediately released from jail; and sec- 
- ondly, to curtail, if possible, any news reportB of her arrest. Mr. COM stated 
,; IV .that he‘pointed out to Mr. HICKEY the value of Miss BENTLEY as a witness in pre- 
vious cases as veil as in the coming REMINGTON case. COHN advised that Commissioner 
■ v - HICKEY told him he would do vhat he could and would advise COHN of the results, 

*/. / A subsequent call was received from Mr. COHN in which he stated that 

.^Commissioner HICKEY had informed him that the regulations concerning persons 
. leaving the scene of an accident necessitated the posting of bond. However, in 
cases where the damage was slight and no personal injury vas involved, the 
V prosecuting attorney for the particular county involved could, in his discretion, 

\ release an individual without bond. Mr. HICKEY stated that he bad contacted the 
appropriate prosecuting attorney and this individual had agreed to release Miss 
' * BENTLEY without bond. Ab a matter of fact, Mr. HICKEY stated that Mies BENTLEY 
•„ =: had been released from the Westbrook Barracks at approximately 5:00 p.m. on 
. \ August 29. Mr. HICKEY also told Mr. COHN that he would make every effort to 
y see that no press release vas made in connection with Miss BENTLEY'S arrest. 

Assistant Director Belmont vas informed telephonically of the fact 
that COHN had been in contact with Commissioner HICKEY and the facts concerning 
Miss BENTLEY’s release from Jail. 

On August 31, 1952, M1 b 8 BENTLEY called this office and advised she had 
‘;^heen involved in a second accident on August 30 , 1952. The details, obtained 
-.-'^subsequently from MIbb BENTLEY, are as follows: 

. On the afternoon of August 30, 1952, she drove to Clinton, Connecticut, 

:• and entered a parking lot in the rear of a shopping center. A truck owned and 
•z .;operated by WILLIAM HOFFMAN, 229 Dixvell Avenue, Nev Haven, Connecticut, had 
preceded Miss BENTLEY into the parking area and had entered a vacant parking 
space. Miss BENTLEY drove behind the truck and vas momentarily stopped by traffic 
and a signal light when the HOFFMAN truck backed out of its space and struck the 
side of Miss BENTLEY’S car. HOFFMAN told BENTLEY he was poor, had a sick wife 
and no liability insurance. At his suggestion she took her car to a nearby garage 
where damage was estimated at $150. The auto repair man questioned HOFFMAN’S 
financial responsibility and suggested BENTLEY notify CARL WEISS, Chief of Police 
| of Clinton, who is acquainted with Mies BENTLEY. WEISS came to the scene, reviewed 
the facta and advised Miss BENTLEY that he had no jurisdiction since the accident 
\ occurred on private property. Miss BENTLEY states her local insurance agent 
] suggested that she place a lien or other legal encumbrance on HOFFMAN*s truck 
& since she does not have collision insurance and HOFFMAN seems to lack financial 
j responsibility. Miss BENTLEY states she discussed the matter with JOHN KIDNEY, 

^ a local attorney, who appeared uncertain as to vhat action he could take. 
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. ' On September 3> 1952, AUSA Roy Cohn advised he had communicated with 
TCM DODD, former USA in Hertford, Connecticut, and the latter was then conferring 
with BENTLEY. 

On September 4, 1952, BENTLEY advised this office that after discussing 
her situations with DODD the latter had suggested that she leave matters in the 
bands of JOHN KIDNEY, known to him as a responsible and capable attorney. 

The above information is being furnished for the information of the 
Bureau and New Haven.

Insofar as this office is concerned, it is believed that two alterna¬ 
tive suggestions can be made to assist Miss BENTLEY in a financial way in order 
to assure that she will be a favorable government witness in the caning REMINGTON 
retrial and other matters in which the Bureau may desire to utilize her services. 
It is felt that if tho Bureau could allocate $500 towards the payment of her bill 
with Jolly's Drag Store at Madison, Conn., Dr. SAMUEL GROOPHAN, and FRMFF £ 
‘PRIMOFF, Accountants, aad continue for another three-month period to pay her a 
weekly sun of $50, this would be one way of getting her out of her financial 
‘ difficulties. Another possibility is suggested in that we increase her payment 
from $ 50 -to $100 a week for a period of three months with a definite under¬ 
standing' with Miss BEHTIEY that at least $50 be paid to her various creditors* 

Due to Miss BENTIET'o Improvidence, it is felt that if tho Bureau sees , 
• fit to pay her the sum of $ 500 , that this money should be given to her only upon 
her premise to tender to this Bureau a receipted bill frem tho individuals to 
whem she is indebted* Likewise, if her payment is increased from $50 to $100

I pointed out to Mr. Hennrich that the Bureau as well as the USA's 
Office, was extremely interested in making sure that BENTLEY was not hurt 
in any way since she vas a necessary witness in the retrial of WILLIAM WALTER 
REMINGTON and possibly in some other cases. Mr. Lane had invited an ..gent 
to be in his office because ANSA Roy Cohn, who was also familiar with the 
facts, was not available, and also because he thought that we should be com- 
pletely familiar with any allegations that WRIGHT might make with reference 
to BENTLEY which, if found to be true and if discovered by future defense 
counsel, might affect her credibility as a witness. SA John J. Danahy vas 
present in Mr. Lane's Office at 3;Q0 P. M., 5/1V52 when, in answer to a sub¬ 
poena, JOHN B. WRIGHT arrived at Mr. Lane's Office. SA Danahy advised that 
Mr. Lane handled WRIGHT in a most formal and cold manner and that, as he re¬ 
calls, Lane merely introduced Danahy as Special Agent Danahy of the FBI, and 
then introduced himself as Myles J. Lane, United States Attorney, and directed 
WRIGHT to sit down. Danahy recalls he did not shake hands with WRIGHT, nor 
did Lane shake hands with him. SA Danahy said be seated himself in a chair 
some ten to fifteen feet distance from Lane’s chair and had no conversation at 
all with WRIGHT and neither did he have any conversation, whispered or other¬ 
wise with Lane during the course of Lane’s interview with WRIGHT. I further 
advised Mr. Hennrich that SA Danahy is an experienced Agent and a most courteous 
individual; that there is no reason to believe that that there could be the 
slightest foundation for WRIGHT's charge. SA Danahy further states that the 
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''Interview lasted approximately thirty minutes. Ke recalls that, perhaps 
ten minutes after the interview began, ARMAND CHANKAILIAN did walk into 
Mr. Lane’s Office and did sit down. Danahy said he does not remember that 
, Chankailian was introduced to WRIGHT and CKAHKAILIAN took no part in the 
conversation. 

' I pointed out to Mr. Hennrich the fact that CKANKAILIAN’s picture 
’ and name has been very prominently displayed in the newspapers numerous times 
since the WRIGHT interview and that he could well have discovered CHANKAILIAN’s 
?name as a result of this notoriety. I also pointed out to him that the Bureau 
records are extensive on CHANKAILIAN 1 s connection with the underworld characters 
'such as three finger Drown and and lalso pointed out that CHANKAILIAN and LANE 
were very close personal friends; that Agents have observed on many occasions 
that CHANKAILIAN had complete access to Mr* Lane's office at any time and that 
they were seen in each other's company after office hours.

November 13, 1952- 

I personally interviewed Miss Bentley at her home 
in Madison, Connecticut. Sho was most friendly and cooperative 
and furnished the following information: 

BACKGROUND 


She vj-s born at Milford, Connecticut, and studied at 
Vassar, having graduated from there in 1932 » At Vssaar her 
dramatic teacher was Hallie Flanagan, a woman who interested 
her in Russian dramatics. Sho did not know if Mi so Plenegan 
was a Communist, but all of her ideas pointed that way. 

After graduation, she studied in Italy in the Summer 
of 1931 - and again in 1933 and 1934* 

Upon returning to the United States, she went to 
Columbia University to continue her studies. In the meantime, 
she had been making a study of the world situation and became 
quite convinced that a change was needed in the American 
economic system. More as an idealist than anything else, 
she first joined the League Agr.inst Fascism and Viar at 
Columbia in the fall of 1934* She then began making a gradual 
study of Marxism economics, and knowing vary little about 
economics and philosophy/ it made a great impression upon her. 
She gradually decided that in the League sl»e was merely 
fighting against something and 3he lifted over to the Communist 
Party where she would actually be fighting for something. 

She hastened to point out that many people were shifting to 
the Communist Party in those days, their action being borne 
of cynicism end despair and the poor economic conditions 
of the time• 


) 
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She was approached by a girl at Columbia named Lee Fuhr, 
who was a Registered Nurse and who was trying to get a Public 
Health degree at Teachers College, end Larry Mendenhall , a 
teacher at the Lincoln School. They both asked her to join* 

There was no induction ceremony# These persons made up an 
application form and both endorsed her. She was acce.jtod by 
a joint Communist Party unit for Columbia and Teachers College 
known as Unit No# 1, Harlem Section. She immediately received 
her Communist Party book which set forth her name and unit 
number and had space inside for posting dues stamps. This 
was in March of 1935* 

Later she worked at Maey’s Department Store and was 
shifted to another unit, but shifted back to the Columbia unit 
because she lived in that neighborhood. 

She went into espionage in July, 193^. She had a 
call from the Columbia employment office that the Italian 
Bureau of Information, located at 57th Street and Madison 
Avenue, was looking for a researcher. She i 3 ot the job and 
soon found out that the Bureau was a branch of the Italian 
propaganda unit. The Communist Party asked her to stay on, 
however, and she went underground# She was put in touch with 
Jacob Polos of the'Russian Secret Police and began turning 
over all information concerning the Bureau to Solos. She was 
fired about March of 1939 when the Bureau discovered that she 
was an Anti-Fascist# 

Golos told her, however, to stay undercover and not 
go back to her unit. Then for a short time nothing exciting 
happened and she did mostly research work at the i<2nd Street 
Library on any subject Golos requested. She remembered for 
example that she did a piece on Herbert Hoover’s Finnish 
Relief Program, one on Thomas L# Dewey and. one on tho Mexican 
Flections. 


In 1939 she was put in touch with Abe Brothman who 
would turn over scientific information to her for Golos* She 
could not remember whom Brothman represented, but did recall 
that he furnished her with numerous blue prints for Golos. 
Later Brothman was turned over to Harry Galt because Bentley 
did not understand the blue prints. 
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Then for e time she was liaison with Mexican Communists 
until about the time Trotsky was killed and later with Canadian 
Communists• 

In February 1941 she took on Mary Price who was Walter 
LinOman * 3 secretary. Lipoman had numerous government contacts 
and Mary price would pass information to Bentley for Golos 
from Lippman*s files. 

When the Germans attacked Russia in June 1941, Golos 
started lining up agents in the United States Government. 

Some were sleeper agents not to be activated until a later 
date. These agents in turn were contacted by Bentley and 
their information relaid to Golos. For a complete list of 
her contacts in the government for this purpose, see page 11$ 
of the Report entitled "Communist Activities Among Aliens and 
Hstional Groups, Part I", being part of the hearings of the 
Sub-committee on Immigration and Uaturslization of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee# 

Golos died on November 25, 1943. He was an American 
citizen who had obtained citizenship through his parents. 

He was born in the Ukraine and came to America in his teens. 

He was- a real revolutionary. In his early days he was active 
in helping Russia and finally went back to Russia where ho 
worked as a foreman in a coal mine, In this country he was 
put in charge of a travel agency called W^rld Tourists in the 
early 30* s which enabled him to send many persons to Russia, 
including students, otc. He was still head of the World 
Tourists when ho diod, although at that time it was only 
sending packages to Russia# 

He was in a high place in the Communist Party and 
one of a three-man control commission set up for disciplinary 
action. In addition# os stated before, he was connected with 
the Russian Secret Police, 

When Golos died, Bentley received now suporiors, 
all arrogant individuals to whom she reported. The first 
one was named Bill, followed, by a second one named Jack (the 
FBI has boon endeavoring to identify these persons for a 
long time) and the third one was Anatol Gramov, First Secretary 
of the Russian Embassy. Up to the ooint of Golos 1 death, 

Bentley claims she was idealistic about her work, thought 
that the world conditions called for a change and that any 


d 

methods justified reaching this end* Her new superiors, however, 
shattered this illusion and told her plainly that the Purpose 
of the Communist Party was to build a superior political party 
in Moscow. To solicit her assistance they endeavored to bribe 
her with money and an air-conditioning machine and Gramov even 
went so far as to present her wuth a medal. The Order of the 
Red Star. 


Although disillusioned, Bentley kept on being a 
courier, but did not hand over any of her contacts to her new 
superiors. She was also liaison with Earl Browder and even 
he was disillusioned. He capitulated, however, to the wishes 
of the Russians Bnd she was left alone. ' She tried to get 
as many of her contacts as possible out of the Party which was 
difficult because a real Communist has blinders on and refuses 
to see the light. She did induce some contacts in the government 
to leave the Party and their espionage activities by telling 
them that they were in danger and must be tired, etc. In 
addition, she slanted some of their reports to make them 
less effective. 

Finally on August 19, 1945 she could stand it no 
longer .and walked Into the Hew Haven office of the FBI and 
gave herself up. The FBI requested her to stay in the Party 
and to keep her contacts with the Russians. She stayed 
underground until the Summer of 1946 when she was subpoenaed 
in July to testify before the Senate Investigating Committee 
and the House Un-American Activities Committee. In June of 
1947 she did testify secretly concerning the Party before a 
blue ribbon grand jury in Hew York, She W3sn*t quite sure 
when the Party first learned that she had recanted, but believed 
it was about November 1947 when she began to get mysterious 
phone calls. 

After deciding to leave the Party, she took a great 
interest in religion. Although her parents had been High 
Episcopalians, she had no particular religion* When she was 
testifying in li/ashington in the Summer of 1946, Louis Budenz 
introduced her to Catholic Bishop Sheen. After many discussions 
with him, she was baptised in the Catholic Church on November 5,

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INFORMATION COHCERKX K G FOUN D ATIONS 

Mi 33 Bentley had no direct information concerning 
the work of the Rarty directed against foundations; particularly 
because she was a member for so many years of the Underground 
Party dealing in espionage end not in the open* She had no 
personal experience with the Cultural Commission of the Party 
referred to by Budenz* (S : e Feeney memos) She does recall 
that when she joined the Party in March, 1935-, the Party was 
interested in infiltrating all types of organizations, including 
schools, fraternal organizations and even seminaries where it 
could influence public opinion. The Party particularly was 
interested in “intellectuals" being that they were qualified 
for espionage and propaganda purposes. Then in 1930 and 19^0, 
most of her friends in the Party had ?h. d.’s. She concluded, 
therefore, that the Party was undoubtedly interested in the 
work of foundations. 

Miss Bentley was able, however, to identify numerous 
persons who had been connected with foundations, particularly 
as grantees. During the interview, I asked her concerning 
all individuals referred to in the following documents: U) 
the summary memos concerning subversive allegations prepared 
by the‘-staff doaling with the Ford Foundation, Rockefeller 
Foundation* Carnegie Corporation, Carnegie Endowment for 
International peace, Russell Sage Foundation, 20th Century Fund, 
General Education Board, Guggenheim Memorial Foundation* 

Rosenberg Foundation, Sloan Foundation, Field Foundation, Robert 
•Marshall Civil Liberties Trust and the William C. Whitney 
Foundation. fThese summary memos include information contained 
in our files as of November 12 from varied sources, including 
the Alfred ICohlberg Report.) (2) the speech of Congressman 
Cox on the Floor of the Rouse, dated October 1, 1951? (3) the 
article in the American Legion Magazine by William Fulton which 
was based on Hr.

Miss Bentley was able to furnish the following 
information concerning individuals connected with various 
foundations:

The Rockefell e r Fo un dation : She knew Frederick V. 

Fiel d as a Communist, Field had been instrumental in 
obtaining considerable monies for the IBR from the Rockefeller 
Foundation* Bentley did meet Earl Browder in Field's Now York 
home. Field was connected with the Eastern Unit of the 
Communist Party and a contact of Earl Browder for the Unit, 
Bentley recalled that Mildred Bric e, head of the China Aid 
Council, a Communist organization, did complain that Field 
was not carrying out his responsibilites which Bentley would 
report, to Browder* Browder identified Field as a Communist 
to Bentley. 

Bentley k*,<ew Dr, Corlis s Lament . She did not know him 
personally, but he was a close friend of Jack Reynolds, mentioned 
before when Bentley was connected with the United States Service 
and Shipping Corporation which Reynolds headed, Lamonfc taught 
at the Institute of Contemporary Russian Civilization conducted 
at Cornell University during the war along with Vladimir D. 
Kazakevich. Kazakevich, a Communist, said that Lamont was 
a Communist. (See my memo concerning information reported 
by Frederick Woltman on Kazakevich and this school.) This 
Institute was originally backed by Rockefeller monies. 

Kasakevich was a stateless person and, therefore, 
could not have been a member of the American Communist Party, 

He worked with the Russian Secret Police through Bentley and 
Golos, He did not have much information, but did supply some 
data on White Russians. He has now left the country and is 
ostensibly in Russia. 

She knew Harriet Moore S 3 a Communist. Moore was 
also connected with the IBR, was in on the start of the Russian 
War Felief. The United States Service and Shipping Corporation, 
for which Bentley worked, had contract about the Summer of I 9 I 4 I 
with Xntourist which was part of the Russian Trade Commission.

The World Tourist organization, directed by Jacob Golos, was 
sn agent of Intourist. World Tourist packed and received 
packages and sent them to Russia and Intourist did the financial 
paper work* Later they worked together with the Russian War 
Relief shipping packages to Russia. Harriet Moore admitted 
to Bentley that she was a Communist, The Rockefeller Foundation 
contributed monies to the IBR. 

The Carnegie Corporation : Miss Bentley had no 
information concerning this foundation except to state that 
she personally had a fellowship of the Institute of International 
Education in 1933 and 1934 > study Italian in Italy. In those 
days, however, she knew nothing about the Communist Party and 
had no opinions concerning this Institute. 

Carnegie Endowment for World peace : Miss Bentley 
knew Alger Hiss was a Communist. In 1944 Bentley had control 
of eight or nine people in government agencies, one of whom 
was Harold Glasser . Glasser, however, was disconnected from 
this unit known as'the Victor Perlo group which was a remanent 
of I-Icrold I/arc group. Bentley was told by Charles Kramer that 
Glasser had been disconnected by Alger Hiss. Kramer, also 
known as Krivltakg,. was a mnbor of the Perlo -roue, also 
as a Communist. Bentley knew that Hiss was connected with 
the Russians, but did not know whst Russian group, i.e., 
whether the Russian Police, Russian Military Intelligence, 

Naval Intelligence, etc. 

Russell Sage Fou n dation ; Nothing. 

RQth Century Fund : Nothing 

General Education Board: Bentley did not know whether 
John K. Fairbank of Harvard was a Communist or not. She recalls 
that he went to China and Mildred Price, mentioned above, had 
him bring back information from Madam Sun Yet Seng and others, 
while Price was head of tho China Aid Council. Bentley believed 
that Fairbank was then with tho OWI and this occurred around 
1944* Bentley never met Fairbank; however, she also suggested 
that her testimony in the IPR hearings be checked. 
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Guggenheim Memorial Foundation : Louis Adamic furnished 
information to Bentley through Budenz in the late Spring of 1943 
until about the late Spring of 1944* Budonz was the editor of 
the Daily Worker and Adamic was connected with OSS. The 
information, however, she recalls was about Yugoslavia. She did 
not know whether Adamic was a Communist Party member, but he 
certainly was a sympathizer. Bentley was not a regular espionage 
agent, but did furnish some information. She believed that 
Budenz did have considerable additional information concerning 
Adamic. 


She also knew Hallie Flanagan, one of the Guggenheim 
grantees who is mentioned above, as her dramatic teacher at 
Vassar. Flanagan was very Pro-Russian and had a great affect 
on Bentley, She did not ’mow whether Flanagan was a Communist. 

Rosenberg Foundation : She knew Louise Branston , a 
trustee of the Foundation, having met her originally when they 
wore students together at Vassar. Later sho met Branston on 
the Fifth Floor of the Communist Party Headquarters at 35 East 
12th Street, Hew York City. The Fifth Floor was where the 
New York District Office was located. Others including Golos 
and Silvormaster , one of the government espionage agents, 
identified Brans ton as a Communist. 

Branston left Vassar to marry Richard Branston. 

Her maiden name was Rosenberg. Branston was editor of the 
New Masses and used a pseudonym, which Bentley did not recall. 
She has been divorced from him now for thirteen or fourteen 
years, however, and goes under a different name which Bentley 
did not recall, (Her present name is probably Mrs# Lionel 
Borman, see Feeney memo re Bella Dodd,dated November 11, 1952.) 

Sloan Foundation : She had no information concerning 
anyone oxcept Frederick V* Field, mentioned above. 

Field Foundation : V. o thing. 

Uhitnoy Foun 6 a t Ion ; Eentley was somewhat familiar 
with the League for Mutual Aid which was run by Adelaide 
Schulkind. Schulldnd was tied up with the Consumers Union 
in Hew York and all of the persons connected with the Union 
are Communists except one. Bentley worked for the Union for 
a month in 1937. She felt that if Schulkind wes not a 
Communist, that she was purposely kept outside the Party 
discipiin©. 
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j Sho also knew that Fronti er Films was a Communist, 

or sanitation* Jacob Goloa was tied up with numerous foundations 
and she knew that this organization was Communist. 

She knew Clarina Michaelson , by reputation as a 
Communist, although she did not know her personally. She 
believes that Hichaelson was in the Department Store Unit of 
the Party when Bentley was working at Macy’s in the same unit,

I asked Hiss Bontley for the names of persons she 
felt the Committee should sos for additional information.

York World Telegram Sun, Ralph Toledano of the Net’s Week,

interviewed with the exception of Barslag who is in Washington. 

Miss Bontley agreed to appear before the Committee 
as a witness if mutually convenient arrangements could bo 
made as to the date and her expenses.

On 6/17/51*, ELIZABETH T. BEHTIEY tolephonically contacted the 
writer. She advised that she was in NTC for the day having cone down from 
her home in Madison, Connecticut for the purpose of obtaining information 
concerning courses she plans to take at Columbia University this summer* 
•Throughout the conversation Miss BENTLEY seemed to be in good spirits and 
pleasant in her manner* 

During the conversation various items pertaining to her future 
plans were discussed with her. She advised that she plans to take several 
courses during the summer school session of Columbia University working 
towards her Fh.D degree and plans to return to her teaching position at the 
College of the Sacred Heart at Grand Coteau, Louisiana at the beginning of 
the fall term* She advised that it is her present plan to commute daily 
from Madison, Conn* to Columbia University.

She advised-that she has received a letter from AUSA OWEN, SDNY 
which advised her that the USA's office is planning to bring the perjury case 
on RAISSA and EARL BROWDER to trial in the ’'near future" and that it was 
contemplated she would, be subpoenaed as a witness in the case, in which event 
she would be paid the usual witnes3 fees and traveling expenses. She said 
this presents something of a problem to her inasmuch as it is necessary for her 
to stick to her duties as an instructor at the College of the Sacred Heart if

Watts stated that directly after Mfetuaov and 
Bentley entered, Matusow beckoned for Watte to Join them, 
which he did.

Mr. GARRITY, upon hearing that the topic in question was 
HARVEY MATUSOW, Immediately stated that he had recently 
received an inquiry from ELIZABETH BENTLEY in which she . 
asked if anyone fct*that firm could recall her meeting with, 
HARVEY MATUSOW in the company .offices on 10/3/52. GARRITY ‘ 
.said that he had informed Miss BENTLEY he oould not personally 
recall such a meeting and added he also asked the other staff 
members , of the company if they could recall such a meeting. 

He stated that the other staff members advised him that they 
could not recall this meeting but neither could they deny that 
such a meeting could have taken plaoe. 


J V‘GARRITY explained that during October, 1952 
BENTLEY-resided at the Prince George Hotel located across 
the street from the offices of the Devin-Adair Publishing 
Company. (It is to be noted that this is in agreement with 
MATUSOW * S testimony of 2/22/55). GARRITY stated that it was 
not unusual to see BENTLEY in the company offices three or 
four times a week. He further stated that during that period 
of time BENTLEY was frequently distraught and despondent and 
would often come to the Devin-Adair offices during her 
"blue" periods. Mr. GARRITY stated that Miss BENTLEY had been 
out of work for some time during this period in 1952 and 
that the Devin-Adair Company would occasionally advance her 
funds to tide her over the rough spots even though she had 
ceased drawing royalties from the publication of her book. 


Mr. GARRITY further stated that,although Mias 
BENTLEY was despondent and distraught, she never indicated

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any valvering In her decision to cooperate with the US 
Government* OARRITY said he was sure she had never Indicated 
she had ever given any false testimony. 

OARRITY further stated that around October, 1952 
MATUSOW was attempting to Interest the Devln-Adslr 
Publishing Company In publishing a book, the tentative 
title of which was "The Reds Rook The Cradle*" He stated 
MATUSOW claimed he could obtain thousands of orders for 
such a book by circulating order cards for this book while 
he traveled across the country on a netIon*vide lecture 
tour starting in October, 1952* GARRIYY stated that 
inasmuch as MATUSOW visited the company offices several 
times during the period around October, 1952, he may well 
have met Mias BENTLEY at the office, although OAREITY 
stated that he could not personally confirm or deny suoh a 
meeting on any specific date, 

Mr* THOMAS SLOAHE advised that he could not 
personally confirm or deny such e meeting between MATUSOW 
and BENTLEY on 10/3/52 or any other dote* SLOAHE 
reiterated that BENTLEY frequently visited the company 
offices during that period of tins. Be stated she was 
often despondent but indicated no weiverlng in her deolaion 
to fight Communism. 

SLOAHE advised that MATUSOW visited the company 
offices around the latter pert of September or early pert 
of October, 1952 and attempted to interest him in publishing 
a book to be called "The Reds Hock The Cradle." SLOAKE 
stated MATUSOW had no manuscript, outline, or notes for 
this book but rather described to him in general terms 
the purpose and subject matter of the book If and when 
he finally deolded to write it. 

SLOAHE stated MATUSOW described hie experiences 
in connection with the big UYC school strike* SLOAHE 
stated that MATUSOW attempted to describe how the C? 
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organized the strike and initiated the actual.riots. 

SLOANS stated that MATUSOW indicated that he had personally 
played a major part in organising the strike. SLOANS 
further stated that he advised MATUSOW that he doubted 
tfcfttthe book, if published, would soil very many copies 
whereupon MATUSOW eaid he could obtain thousands of orders 
,' ; for, such a book and suggested that a supply of order • 
cards be prepared which he, MATUSOW, could circulate 
on his nation-wide lecture tour. SLOANE stated he 
thereupon had 1,500 3X5 white order cards made up for 
MATUSOW on 10/l/52. The cards solicited orders for the 
.above book authored by MATUSOW. The card indicated that 
the book could be had at a special pre-publication price 
;of.#2.75 instead of retail price which was $3*50, and 
■would be personally autographed by MATUSOW. SLOANE 
exhibited a sample of this card to the interviewing agent.- 

SLOANE stated that only a few order cards were 
ever.sent to the company end these were later destroyed. 

He stated the book was never written and the company had 
no manuscript, outline, or notes relating to such a book. 

Mr. SLOANE also caused a check of the company*e 
bookkeeping ledger to be made In the presence of the 
interviewing agent which ledger showed no record of any 
payment to BENTLEY or MATUSOW for September or October, 
1952* 


It is to be noted that Mrs. JAMES SHEAN, Great 
,Notch, New Jersey, has advised that MATUSOW sought a 
date with her one week prior to 10/3/52, the date being 
for the night of 10 / 3/52 for dinner and to M do the town.” 
Mrs, SHEAN further advised that between 5*30 PM and 
6l30 PM on 10/3/52 MATUSOW telephoned Mrs. SHEAN aid 
which time she told him the date was off.

DETAILS; AT LAFAYETTE. LOUISIANA 

On March 3, 1955, Miss ELIZABETH T. BENTLEY, a 
former self-confessed Soviet Courier, was interviewed 
at Lafayette, Louisiana, and she advised that she cannot 
recall any conversation she had with LLEWELYN WATTS where¬ 
in the uncommon names of midwest towns were discussed. 

She advised that she does not recall having a conversation 
with WATTS Wherein they discussed the name of "Diagonal”, 
Iowa. Miss BENTLEY advised that In fact she had never 
heard of "Diagonal", Iowa, before the writer discussed 
the name of the town with her. 
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l On March 19, 1955, Miss BENTLEY was reinter- 

* viewed and a photograph of LLEWELYN WATTS was exhibited 
to her and she advised that she did not recognize the 
photograph of this individual as being a person whom 
she had ever seen. She added that she still cannot 
recall having seen WATTS in the Rochambeau Restaurant 
in New ^ork city on any occasions. 

On March 19, 1955, the photographs of EARL 
HENRY and DORIS HIBBARD were exhibited to her and she 
advised that she did not recognize the photograph of 
these Individuals as anyone she has ever known or seen. 
She added that she does not recall having seen these 
people on any occasion and particularly on the oc¬ 
casion when she Is alleged to have been with MATUSOW 
at the Rochambleau Restaurant In New York City on 
October 3, 1952* On this sane date, the photographs 
of the Interior of the Rochambeau Restaurant were 
exhibited to her and she stated that she did not 
recognize this establishment from the photographs of 
the Interior, adding that it had certain characteris¬ 
tics, such as the chandelier and lighting fixtures, 
which resembled a number of other restaurants she 
has visited in the New York area. 

After observing the photographs of the ex¬ 
terior of the Rochaaubeau Restaurant, Miss BENTLEY 
stated that she recognized the place, but cannot 
recall specifically having had dinner or had drinks 
In this establishment. She added thab on numerous 
occasions she has had dinner at Charles* French 
Restaurant which Is ^ust down the street from the 
Rochambeau, but cannot specifically recall having 
* ever been Inside of the Rochambeau, She added that 
in all probability she has on occasions had cock¬ 
tails and possibly eaten at the Rochambeau, but she 
cannot recall any specific 'Incident.

$ Miss BENTLEY related that when In ^ew York 

overnight she usually resided at the Prince George 
Hotel and added that on October 10, 1952, she stopped 
at the hotel for a couple of nights recalling this 
incident because she stated she was on her way to 
Florida to fill some speaking engagements* She 
states that she recalls being at the hotel on 
November 15# 1952# relating that that was the date 
she went to New ^ork to make a speech for a com¬ 
munion breakfast for the Ladies of Charity which 
meeting was held at the Waldorf Astoria Hotel. 

Mias BENTLEY advised that she also recalls 
having dinner at the J. B o Matthews Horae on one oc¬ 
casion wherein a foreign journalist was present, 
however, she stated that she could not recall the 
name of this individual or where he originated. 

She states that she cannot recall having seen 
MATUSOW at this gathering. 
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The report of SA JAMES M. BROWNE dated March 
9, 1955, at New York, reflects that Mias BENTLEY was 
a guest at the Prince George Hotel from September 
30 to October 6, 1952. Referenced report also in¬ 
dicates that BENTLEY was treated by her physician. 
Doctor SAMUEL GROUPMAR, on October 7, 1952. Miss 
BENTLEY states that she believes this date is incor¬ 
rect since she does not believe that she would have 
checked out of her hotel room on October 6 and would 
have been in N ew York on October 7 for the purpose 
of treatment by her physician.

As it happens, in the case of 
each of these mentioned by Ma¬ 
tusow, the curtain of their false¬ 
hood has been officially litfed, if 
only slightly, so that even the sus¬ 
picious members of the Senate 
Committee would have trouble dis¬ 
missing Matusows claim if they 
were compelled to conduct an ac¬ 
tual investigation. 

For Budenz, Johnson and 
Crouch, the record shows that, on 
occasion, government agencies or 
juries were compelled to reject 
their testimony as worthless.

i Late in 1952, Budenz testified 
Before a Civil Service RdLdew 
Board that he knew John Carter 
Vincent, a career diplomat uadcr 
fire, to have been a Commanist 
Parly member. Two members of 
the live-man board voted to clear 
Vincent on the grounds that "no 
evidence had been produced 
which led them to have a doubt as 
to Mr. Vincent's loyalty,” to quote! 
from a summary by then Seere-j 
tury of State Acheson. This was the] 
verdict of these two members of- 
the Board on Budenz* veracity, 1 
The other three voted to dismiss 
Vincent because of "reasonable 
doubt” of his “loyalty.” But even 
those three were chary of Budenz* 
teslsrmny. Their report specifical¬ 
ly declared they were not accep:- 
ing it. but simply "taking it inio 
act* unt.” ‘ 

Acheson found this impossible 
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to ^understood. Up reversed the 
ma ority decision, sided with he 
mi .ority.

Dissemination memoranda Is an agents* work 
product as distinguished from an informants* work product in 
the form of e written report. 

5. It Is possible that if dissemination memoranda 
arc mado available to the attorney for review they may bo 
scon by the informant and later used to refresh his 
recollection and subsequently bo reached successfully by 
defense attorneys. 

To furnish agents* dissemination momorandp. 
requires extensive review/s resulting in the expenditure 
ofirnny man hours of unproductive work. 

If the practice of furnishing attorneys with agents* 
dissemination memoranda is to bo adopted in all cases, the 
burden of locating and furnishing information on a government 
witness such as JOHN would bo enormous es l/JJTIHR
